GARNER ASLEEP 
WHEN CONVENTION 
IS NAMING HIM 


Two Hours Later, He Is Found 
Listening at Secluded 
Radio to Roosevelt. 


By the Aesociated Press. 
WASHINGTON, July 2.—The 
Democratic Vice-Presidential nom- 
inee—Speaker John N. Garner— 
slept peacefully today while the 
Chicago convention went through 
the formality of naming him for 
second place on the national ticket. 
A few minutes later he disap- 
peared from his office and friends 
began a frantic search to _ locate 
him. After more than two hours, 
he was found seated before a ra- 
dio in a secluded Capitol office, 
listening to the convention speech 
of Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

With him was Mrs. Garner, but 
neither weuld comment on his 
nomination. It was the first time 
the Speaker had sat before a ra- 
dio in five months and he ex- 
plained he wanted to hear what 
Roosevelt had to say. 

While the nominating and sec- 
onding speeches were being made 
at Chicago, the Speaker dozed on 
a couch in his office. Just before 
the call of states had been com- 
pleted a telephone jingled and 
awakened him. 

Picking up his hat, he left the 
room by a side door and his where- 
abouts became a mystery for more 
than two hours. 

“Any statement on the speech 
(Roosevelt’s) or your plans?” Gar- 
ner was asked. “Not a thing while 
Congress is in session.”

W. A. Banks Convicted of Shoot- 
ing Veteran in Box Car at 
Marion, N. C.

CHICAGO, July 2.—The Demo- 
cratic National Convention resolved 
itself into a love feast this after- 


noon and for the Vice-Presidency 
nominated the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, Johz 
Nance Garner of Texas. 

On motion of Gen. Matthew A. 
Tinley of Iowa, the only other man 
who had been nominated, the selec- 
tion of “Cactus Jack” Garner was 
made unanimous. 

At 3:37 Senator Tom Connally of 
Texas, acting as chairman of the 
convention, formally declared Gar- 
ner the nominee. The organ struck 
up “I’ve Been Working on the 
Railroad,” and delegates began pa- 
rading around the hall. 

The proceedings had been delib- 
erately spun out because of Gov. 
Roosevelt's delay in reaching Chi- 
cago. 

Garner was picked by Roosevelt 
and the leaders who put through 
the nomination of the New York 
Governor. There had been some 
doubt as to his acceptance, but 
when this was resolved the nomi- 
nation became assured. 

It was Garner’s action in releas- 
ing his Texas and California dele- 
gates that broke the deadlock over 
the presidential nomination and 
gave Roosevelt the required two- 
thirds majority. 

No Note of Discord. 

In sharp contrast with the ses- 
sions devoted to that nomination, 
there was no note of discord in 
today’s proceedings. The word had 
gone out that Garner was the man 
and the delegates fell into line. 

Garner was placed in nomination 
by Congressman John McDuffie of 
Alabama, whip of the Democrats in 
the House, who extolled him as a 
“real red-blooded he-man,” a man 
who kept his feet on the ground, 
and a “master of the intricate ma- 
chinery of our Government.” 

A long series of brief seconding 
speeches for Garner followed, the 
only exception being Iowa's gesture 
on behalf of Gen. Tinley : 

While the convention awaited the 
arrival of Gov. Roosevelt, John F. 
Curry, the leader of Tammany Hall 
was introduced to present a resolu- 
tion. He was greeted with a storm 
of applause. The resolution ex- 
pressed appreciation of the fair- 
ness and skill of Senator Walsh in 
the conduct of the convention, but 
what chiefly interested the crowd | 
was the preamble declaring that 
the party had adopted a platform 
that “must inevitably result in the 
election” of its candidates. 

The resolution was adopted by 
acclamation. Walsh got an. ova- 
tion as he thanked the convention. 
He begged the crowd to overlook 
any petulance he may have shown 
and to remember not his frowns, 
but his smiles. He was again given 
@ generous burst of applause. — 

Appreciation for Cannon. 

Congressman Clarence Cannon of 
Missouri, the parliamentarian of 
the convention, was thanked in a 
resolution read by John H. Me- 
Cooey, the Brooklyn party leader. 
Walsh also paid tribute to Cannon, 
referring to him as “my constant 
and unfailing reliance.” Cannor 
said it had been a deeply appre- 


clated privilege to him to be as-/* 


sociated with Senator Walsh.

PLUNGES INTO WORK 
OF HIS CAMPAIGN 


“Jim, Old Pal, Put It Right 


There; You Certainly Did It 


Great Work, ” His Greet- 
ng to Farkey.

CHICAGO, July 2.—¥ranklin D. 
Roosevelt laid plans.tonight for an 
immediate and active campaign for 
the presidency. 

He conferred tonight with 
friends and leaders over the plan 
of action that will see him out on 
a vote hunt this month. 

Scarcely had the tumult of the 
convention shouting died down be- 
fore he was in his headquarters at 
the Congress Hotel planning his 
program of future activity. His 
plans for the present, however, are 
indefinite, but he made it clear that 
he had in mind a busy campaign. 

Tf his first day was any gauge, it 
will be one of unprecedented vigor. 
He began the day with an airplane 
trip that brought him a third of 
the way across the continent—the 
first time a presidential nominee 
had ever taken to the air in his 
campaign. 

In quick succession after his ar- 
rival, there was his appearance in 
the convention hall to accept the 
nomination in person, a. meeting 
with leaders and two press confer- 
ences. The succession of develop- 
ments took him immediately into 
the crowd-stirring happenings that 
usually are deferred until weeks 
later in the campaign. 

“Crowd at the Airport. 

Several thousahd persans jammei 
about the airport to welcome him 
on his arrival. Campaign cheers 
arose as his sons and daughter 
greeted him. The police had diffi- 
culty in clearing a passage through 
the crowd for him to pass to his 
automobile. 

There were more cheering 
crowds at the Stadium, and again 
at his hotel when he returned, but 
these behind him, he went to his 
room for a brief rest before begin- 
ning the evening's activities, 

The Governor was accompanied 
by Mayor Cermak of Chicago and 
held the arm of his son, James, as 
he walked into the hotel. 

Roosevelt’s arrival at the. hotel 
BO soon after the convention ad- 
journed was unexepcted, but a 
crowd had gathered, nevertheless, 
and policemen had to help open a 
path for him to the elevator.

Glad to Have Garner. 

He smiled broadly as he opened 
the press conference, and one of 
his first rerrarks was that he was 
happy that Speaker Garner had 
been chosen as his running mate. 

“I am happy for two reasons,” 
he said. ‘First, because of his 
great experience and energy. Sec- 
ond, because he has been my close 
friend for a long period of years.” 

Roosevelt said he had not yet 
talked to ‘Garner. He said the 
Speaker had just missed reaching 
him by telephone at Albany last 
night. 

The nominee said the principal

“What are your plans for your 
stay here?” he was asked. “I in- 
tend talking to a lot of people but 
I have no appointments.” 

“You won't discuss politics— 
just social?”

Roosevelt said that he 
planned returning by rail to Al- 
bany at 10 o’clogk tomorrow night 
but that his plans were subject to 
change. He will not use a special 
train. 

Not Much Sleep in Albany. 

Surveying the group of reporters, 
Roosevelt inquired how they had 
stood the strain of covering the 
convention without sleep. 

“We didn’t get very much sleep 
in Albany either,” he observed. 

“Do you plan to spcak in every 
state,”” he was asked. 

“No, it takes a vice presidential 
candidate of 38 to do that. Let's 
see, wasn’t I 38 in 19207 Yes that’s 
right.” 

Somebody asked him if it had 
begun to look like the convention 
was going to last through the 
Fourth of July and he said “yes,” 
adding, “I’ve been through two 
conventions that lasted through the 
Fourth of July, San Francisco and 


Roosevelt invited James A. Far- 
ley, his campaign manager, Arthur 
Mullen, the floor manager in his 
fight for the nomination, and J. 
Bruce Kremer of Montana to be his 
guests at dinner and discussed with 
them his plans for the future. 

The plane cifcled the field twice 
before landing. 

A cheer went up from the crowd 
as the Governor climbed to the 
ground. Several members of his 
family pushed. forward to greet 
him. 

Police had difficulty holding 
back the crowd. 

Roosevelt stood beside the plane 
and waved his hat as a new >heer 
arose. A police detail strained for- 
ward againat'the crowd in an ef- 
fort to force a passage through 
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fast and there was considerable 
difficulty in clearing the way. 

‘ Finally they succeeded in forting 
a-way to the reception room of 
the airport. There the crowd 
pressed down upon them again, 

One of the first to meet the Gov- 
ernor was James A. Farley, who 
led the fight for his nomination. 

Sons and Daughter There. 

His two sons, James and Frank- 
lin Jr., and his daughter, Mrs. Anna 
Dall, had joined the party at the 
plane and accompanied them into 
the reception room. 

One of those in the reception 
was Judge Henry Horner, the 
Democratic nominee for Governor 
of Illinois. 

The crowd roared for a speech 
as the Governor emerged from the 
Municipal Station, but members of 
the Reception Committee led the 
way directly toward the waiting 
cars, | 

Roosevelt. smilng broadly, ex- 
changed pleasantries with members 
of the crowd as he passed toward 
his automobile. 

Several persons in the crowd 
yelled to the Governor as he came 
from the reception room: “Don’t 
forget to make up with Al Smith.” 

He replied. “I'll do that.” 

But some friends of Smith re- 
mained skeptical. Some expect him 
to leave the country for the dura- 
tion of the campaign, possibly for 
a European trip. 

In reply to the shouts for a 
speech, Roosevelt laughed and 
said: “I’m going to be making a 
speech in a few minutes.” 

The crowd, shouting ‘“‘Hurrah for 
Roosevelt,” refused to give way 
even after the motors of the nom- 
imee’s machine had been started 
and the automobile crept forward 
a few feet at a time. 

Street Crowds Cheer Him. 

The crowd finally gave way and 
the journey toward the city began 
shortly before 5 p. m. . 

A solid line of people was banked 
on Cicero avenue and they took up 
the cheer as the cars c° the party 
picked up speed. . 

‘As he stepped from his plane, 
his two sons had greeted their 
father with a kiss. 

“How are you, Jimmy?” an‘ 
“How are you, Frank?’ he said, 
throwing his arm around Franklin 
Jr. 

Farley was the second to push 
through the crowd and grasp his 
hand, 

“Jim, old pal, put it right there,” 
Roosevelt said, extending his hand. 

“You certainly did great work.” 

Mrs. Dall and Roosevelt's daugh- 
ter-in-law, Mrs. James Roos:velt, 
threw their arms around the Gov- 
ernor’s neck and kissed him just 
as Mayor Cermak came through 
the crowd and shook his band, 
prophesying his victory in Novem- 
ber.

Applause burst forth again when 
he declared: “I say to you that 
from this date on, the eighteenth 
amendment’ is doomed.”’ 

Tribute to Woodrow Wilson. 

In his opening remarks he paid 
a tribute to Woodrow Wilson and 
gave thanks that “many of his cap- 
tains are still with us, to give us 
wise council.” Perhaps that was a 
way of recognizing William G. Mc- 
Adoo, whose sudden coming back 
into national political prominence 
from comparative obscurity was 
one of the high lights of the con- 
vention. 

He accepted the platform “one 
hundred per cent” and gave the 
pledge that he would leave no 
doubt as to where he stood on any 
question of moment in the cam- 
paign. 

He said that throughout the 
campaign he intended to attack 
“the Republican leadership,” using 
those words rather than “the Re- 
publican party.” Indicating this 
leadership for failure in the present 
economic crisis, he declared: 

“To meet by reaction the danger 
of radicalism is to have disaster. 
Reaction is no barrier to the 
radical. It is a challenge, a provo- 
cation. The way to meet that 
danger is to offer a workable pro- 
gram of reconstruction, and the 
party to offer it is the party with 
clean hands. 

“This, and this only, is a proper 
protection against blind reaction on 
the one hand and an improvised 
hit-or-miss ‘irresponsible opportun- 
ism on the other.’’ 

He said it would never be the 
theory of the Democratic party 
that a favored few should be help- 
ed, in the hope that some of their 
prosperity would leak through to 
labor, the farmer and the small 
business man. 

Invitation to Join Ranks. 

To those “nominal Republicans” 
who were distressed at “the grop- 
ing and the failure of their party 
leaders,” he extended an invitation 
to join hands with the Democratic 
party, and to those “nominal 
Democrats who squint at the future 
with their facés turned toward the 
past,” he issued the warning that 
they were “out of step with their 
party.” 

“Yes,” he said, “the people of 
this country want a genuine party 
choice this year, not a choice be- 
tween two names for the same re- 
actionary doctrine. Ours must be 
@ party of liberal thought of 
planned action, of enlightened in- 
ternational outlook, and of the 
greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber of our citizens.” 

It was inevitable, he said, that 
the main issue of the campaign 
should revolve about the economic 
depression. It was no excuse for 
inaction to agsert “that the de- 
pression is worldwide.”

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Campaign Starts Tonight,’

CHICAGO, July 2.—Four hours 


adjourned today, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt addressed the reorgan- 


itee of which his pre-convention 
campaign manager, James A. Far- 
ley of New York, had been unani- 
mously elected chairman to suc- 
ceed John J. Raskob, friend of 
Alfred E. Smith. In the meantime 
‘he announced at his first press 
conference as a candidate that the 
campaign would start right away. 

In a ten-minute speech at the 
| committee meeting he said: “The 
campaign starts at 10 o'clock to- 
night. I am confident that the 
task we are about to enter will 
be carried to a successful conclu- 
sion in November.” It was then 
9:65 p.m °* 

Gov. Roosevelt appeared dra- 
matically before the committee 
members. Farley had been escort- 
ed to the chair and Robert Jack- 
son of New Hampshire had been 
elected secretary of the committee. 
Farley drew back a curtain of an 
impromptu stage and Roosevelt 
walked to a tall desk while the 
audience rose and applauded. 

Farley merely announced “our 
candidate and the next President of 
the United States, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt.” 

Candidate’s Talk. 

“This is the second time I have 
been late today,” Roosevelt began 
immediately, speaking without 
notes. “I had fully expected to get 
down to this meeting while it was 
presided over by my old and good 
friend, John Raskob. I wanted to 
thank him for the splendid work 
he has done for the party. 

“It was his conception, and I 
think his alone, in the spring of 
19239, for a permanent and active 
headquarters in Washington. He 
spoke to me during that spring of 
his plans. I went over those plans, 
which were subsequently followed. 
He selected my old friend Jouett 
Shouse as secretary and put an- 
other old frignd, Charlie Michael- 
son, in charge of publicity. 

“Have Given Their Best.” 
“For the last three years these 
men have given their best to the 
party. In 1928 some of our Re- 
publican newspaper friends had 
asked the old question, ‘Is the Dem- 
ocratic party dead?’ The answer 
of Shouse and Michaelson not only 
put a quietus on that question, but 
in 1930 they gave material assist- 
ance to our party. In the Novem- 
ber elections of that year we se- 
cured a majority in the House of 
Representatives and elected more 
Governors, Mayors and local offi- 
cials than in any year since 1912. 

“These gentlemen deserve the 
hearty thanks and gratitude of the 
party. We know.that they will give 
us assistance and advice.” 

In conclusion, Roosevelt paid 
tribute to Norman Mack, the Na- 
tional Committeeman from New 
York since 1896, who was succeed- 
ed ‘by John H. McCooey, the 
Brooklyn Tammany leader. 

Observing with a smile that he 
was without authority in the com- 
mittee, the nominee suggested that 
Mack should be elected commit- 
teeman emeritus for life. This sug- 
gestion later was followed. 

Raskob Disappears. 

Raskob, the retiring chairman, 
was not in sight while Roosevelt 
spoke. He had opened the meeting 
in his quiet, almost shy, manner 
and after posing for innumerable 
flashlight pictures with Farley, he 
slipped out. 
He stated that the County Trust 
Co. of New York held a note of 
$300,000 of the party on which in- 
terest had not been paid since June 
13 and that he personally held a 
note of $120,000. “I can wait,” he 
added, “until the bank note is 
paid.” 

Robert Jackson of New Hamp- 
shire was elected secretary to the 
committee. 

Pian to Return to Albany. 
Roosevelt told newspaper men 
that he expected to have confer- 
ences for the next 24 hours.. He 
expected to leave for New York at 
10 p. m. tomorrow. 

He said that he had no com- 

ment to make on the failure of 
Gov. Smith to offer his congratu- 
lations. 
Roosevelt said that he would 
not attempt a “swing around the 
circle campaign” or to go to the 
Pacific Coast. ‘“That*is a job,” he 
auded, “for a 38-year-old vice-pres- 
idential candidate.” He was refer- 
ring to the tours he made in 1920 
when he was the running mate of 
James M. Cox. 

In announcing that the campaign 
would start “right away” Roosevelt 
said he was convinced that many 
voters made up their minds in July 
and he intended to meet them at

Picture to yourself, 
for instance, the great groups of 
property owned by millions of 
our citizens represented by 
credits issued in the form of 
bonds and mortgages—Govern- 
ment bonds of all kinds, Fed- 
eral, state, county, municipal— 
bonds of industrial companies, 
of utility companies, mortgages 
On real estate in. farms and 
cities and, finally, the vast in- 
vestments of the nation in the 
railroads. What is the measure 
of the security of each of those 
groups? We know well that in 
our complicated interrelated 
credit structure, if any one of 
these credit groups collapses, 
they may all collapse. Danger 
to one is danger to all. 

And how, I ask, has the pres- 
ent administration in Washing- 
ton treated the inter-relation- 
ship. of these credit groups? The 
answer is clear: It has not rec- 
ognized that inter-relationship 
existed at all. Why, the nation 
asks, has Washington failed to 
understand that all of these 
groups, each and every one, the 
top of the pyramid and the bot- 
tom of the pyramid, must be 
considered together, that each 
and every one of them is de- 
pendent on every other; each 
and eyery one of them affecting 
the whole financial fabric? 

Statesmanship and vision, my 
friends, require relief to all at 
the same time. 


Just one word or two on 
taxes, the taxes that all of us 
pay toward the cost of govern- 
ment of all kinds. Well, I 
know something of taxes. For 
three long years I have been 
going up and down this coun- 
try preaching that government 
-— Federal and state and local— 
costs too much. [ shall not 
stop that preaching. As an im- 
mediate program of action, we 
must abolish useless offices. We 
must eliminate actual prefunc- 
tions of government—functions. 
in fact, that are not definitely 
essential to the continuance of 
government. We must’ merge, 
we must consolidate, subdivi- 
sions of government, and, like 
the private citizens, give up 
luxuries which we can no longer 
afford. 

By our example at Washing- 
ton itself, we shall have the 
opportunity of pointing the wav 
of economy to local governmen!.

out of every tax dollar in the 
average state in this nation, 40 
cents enters the Treasury in 
Washington, D. C., 10 or 12 
cents only go to the state cap- 
itals and 48 cents out of every 
dollar are consumed by the costs 
of local government in counties 
and cities and towns. 

I propose to you, my friends, 
and through you, that govern- 
ment of all kinds, big and little, 
be made solvent and that the 
example be set by the President 
of the United States and his 
Cabinet. 

“Country Wants Repeal.” 

And talking about setting a 
definite example, I congratulate 
this convention for having had 
the courage, fearlessly, to write 
into its declaration of principles 
what an overwhelming majority 
here assembled really thinks 
about the eighteenth amend- 
ment. This convention wants 
repeal. Your candidate wants 
repeal, and I am confident that 
the United States of America 
wants repeal, 

Two years ago the platform 
on which I ran for Governor the 
second time contained substan- 
tially the same provision, The 
overwhelming sentiment of the 
people of my state as shown by 
the vote of that year, extends, 
I know, to the people of many 
of the other states.

There are tens of 
millions of acres east of the Mis- 
sissippi River alone in aban- 
doned farms, in cut-over land, 
now growing up in worthless 
brush. Why, every . European 
nation has a definite land pol- 
icy and has had one for genera- 
Having 
none, we face a future of soil 
erosion and timber famine. It 
is clear that economic foresight 
and immediate employment 
march hand in hand in the call 
for the reforestation of these 
vast areas. , 


Self-Sustaining Work. 


In so doing, employment can- 


be given to a million men. That 
is the kind of public work that 
is self-sustaining—and therefore 
capable of being financed by 
the issuance of bonds which are 
made secure by the fact that the 
growth of tremendous crops will 
provide adequate security for 
the investment. 


Yes, I have a very definite 
program for providing employ- 
ment by that means. I have 
done it, and I am doing it today 
in the State of New York. I 
know that the Democratic party 
can do it successfully in the na- 
tion, That will put men to work 
and that is an example of the 
action that we are going to have. 

Now as a further aid to agri- 
culture we know perfectly well, 
but have we come out and said 
so clearly and distinctly? We 
should repeal immediately those 
provisions of law that compel 
the Federal Government to go 
irto the market fo purchase, to 
sell, to speculate, in farm prod- 
ucts, in a futile attempt to re- 
duce farm surpluses. And they 
are the people that are talking 
of keeping government out of 
business. Why, the practical 
way to help the farmer is by an 
arrangement that will, in addi- 
tion to lightening some of the 
improverishing burdens from 
his back, do something towards 
the reduction of the surpluses 
of staple commodities, that 
hang on the market. It should 
be our aim to add to the world 
prices of staple products the 
amount of a reasonable tariff 
protection, give agriculture the 
same protection that industry 
has today. 

And in exchange for this im- 
mediately increased return I am 
sure that the farmers of this 
nation would agree ultimately 
to such planning of their pro- 
duction as would reduce the sur- 
pluses and make it unnecessary 
in later years to ‘depend on 
dumping those surpluses abroad 
in order to support domestic 
prices. That result has been 
accomplished in other nations, 
why not in America, too? 

Farm leaders, farm § econo- 


mists generally agree that 4a 
plan based on that principle is 


‘a desirable first step in the re- 


construction of agriculture. It 
does not in itself furnish a com- 
plete program but it will serve 
in great measure in the long rur 
to remove the pall of a surplus 
without the continued perpetua! 
fret of world dumping. Final 
voluntary reduction of surplus is 
a part of our objective, but the 
long continuance and the pres- 
ent burden of existing surpluses 
make it necessary to repair great 
damage of the present by im- 
mediate emergency measures. 

Such: a plan as that, my 
friends, does not cost the Gov- 
ernment any money nor does it 
keep the Government in busi- 
ness or in speculation. 

And as to the actual wording 
of a bill, I believe that the Dem- 
ocratic party stands ready to be 
guided by whatever the respon- 
sible farm groups themselves 
agree on. That is a principle 
that is sound, and again I ask 
for action. 

Agricultural Population. 

One word about the farmer, 
and I know that every delegate 
that lives in the city in this hall 
knows why I lay emphasis on 
the farmer. It is because one- 
half of our population, over 50,- 
000,000 people, are dependent on 
agriculture; and my friends, if 
these 50,000,000 people have no 
money, no cash to buy what is 
prodyced in the city, the city 
suffers to an equal qr a great- 
er extent. 

And that is why we are going 
to make the voters understand 
this year that this nation is not 
merely a nation of independ- 
ence, but it is if we are to sur- 
vive, bound to be a nation of 
interdependence, town and city, 
and North and South, East and 
West. That is our goal, and 
hat goal will be understood by 

e people of this country no 
matter where they live. 

Yes, the purchasing power of 
that half of our population de- 
pendent on agriculture is gone. 
Farm mortgages reach nearly 
10 billiong of dollars today and 
interest charges on that alone 

‘are $560,000,000 a year. But 
that is not all. The tax burden 
caused by extravagant and in- 
efficient local government is an 
additional factor. Our -most 
immediate concern should be to 
reduce the interest burden on

Take away 
that specter of the due-date 
just a short time away. Save 
homes; save homes for thou- 
sands of self-respecting families 
and drive out that specter of in- 
security, from our midst. 

Party Stand on Tariff. 

Out of all the tons of printed 
paper, out of all the hours of 
oratory, the recriminations, the 
defenses, the happy-thought 
plans in Washington aad in 
every State, there emerges one 
great, simple, crystal pure fact 
that during the past 10 years a 
nation of 120,000,000 has ween 
led by the Republican leaders 
to erect ah impregnable barbed 
wire entanglement around its 
borders through the instruinen- 
tality of tariffs which have iso- 
lated us from all the other hu- 
man beings in all the rest of the 
round world. I accept that ad- 
mirable tariff statement in the 
platform of this convention. iit 
would protect American ousi- 
ness and American Labor. 

By our acts of the past we 
have invited and received the 
retaliation of other nations. I 
propose an invitation to them to 
forget the past, to sit at the ta- 
ble with us, as friends, and to 
plan with us for the restoration 
of the trade of the world. 


Go into the home of the busi- 
ness man. He knows what the 
tariff has done for him. Go 
into the home of the factory 
worker. He knows why goods 
do not move. Go into the home 
of the farmer. He knows how 
the tariff has helped to ruin 
him. 


Yes, at last our eyes are 


open; at last the American peo- 


ple are ready to acknowledge 
that Republican leadership was 
wrong and that the Democracy 
is right. My program, of which 
I can only touch on these 
points, is based upon this sim- 
ple moral principle—the wel- 
fare and the soundness of a na- 
tion depends first upon what 
the great mass of the people 
wish and need; and secondly, 
whether or not they are get- 
ting it. 

What do the people of Amer- 
ica want more than anything 
else? In my mind, two things: 
Work; work with all the moral 
and spiritual values that go 
with work. And with work, a

We must lay hold of the fact 
that economic laws are not made 
by nature. They are made by 
human beings.

For 
years, Washington has alternat- 
ed between putting its head in

I say that, while primary re- 
sponsibility for relief rests with 
localities now, as ever, yet the 
Federal Government has always 
had and still has a continuing 
responsibility for the broader 
public welfare. It will soon ful- 
fill that responsibility. 

And, now, just a few words 
about ‘our plans for the next 
four months. By coming here, 
instead of waiting for a formal 
notification, I have made it 
clear that I believe we should 
eliminate expensive ceremonies 
and that we should set in mo- 
tion at once, tonight, my 
friends, the necessary machin- 
ery for an adequate presenta- 
tion of the issues to the elec- 
torate of the nation. I myself 
have important duties as Gov- 
ernor of a great state, dutics 
which in these times are more 
arduous and more grave than 
at any previous period, and yet 
I feel confident that I shal! be

WOMAN LOSES ACTION 
OVER $21 940 DEEDS 


Court Holds They Are Assets 
of Defunct Prudentiai Cas- 
u2!ty and Surety Co. 


The application of Mrs. Amelia 
Kohl, 67 years ofd, of Normandy, 
St. Louis County, for an order re- 
quiring State Superintendent of In- 
surance Thompson to surrender to 
her $24,940 in deeds of trust now 
among the assets of the defunct 
Prudential Casualty & Surety Co. 
was denied by Circuit Judge INor- 


toini yesterday. 

The Court held that the. ceeds 
of trust had been turned over to 
the company for the purpose of 
bolstering up its assets, in plave of 
some which were to be chaiged 
off at the direction of the Insur- 
unce Department, and although 
Mrs. Kohl was unaware of the con- 
ditions of transfer, her son, t'red 
Kohl, treasurer of the company, 
who was her agent, was chirged 
with knowledge of its purpose, . bwe- 
ing a member of the board of di- 
rectors. 


The deeds of trust in controversy 
were listed in the securities ledger 
of the company showing property 
in its possession. 

Interest Credited to Her Account. 


Testimony was to the effect that 
Mrs. Kohl's son got her to lend 
the deeds, which are secured by 
Illinois land, to the company in Oc- 
tober, 1930, shortly after he had 
become connected with it. Paul L. 
Temple, its vice-president and sec- 
retary, participated in obtaining the 
loan according to testimony. ~ 

Mrs. Kohli was to receive certain 
securities described by her lawyer 
as “cats and dogs” which were to 
indemnify her in the transaction 
but she never got them, she testi- 
fied. The interest on the deeds of 
trust is still credited to her account, 
being collected at the Granite City, 
Ill. Trust and Savings Bank. 

Oliver T. Remmers, attorney for 
the Insurance Superintendent, ad- 
mitted that the Department has 
possession of the deeds of trust 
and that the indemnifying securi- 
ties Mrs. Kohl was to have been 
given are also in its possession. 
However, he introduced records of 
the company indicating that the 
transaction between Mrs. Kohl and 
the company was regarded as a 
trade of property. On the other 
hand Mrs. Kohl had documents in 
support of her claim it was a loan. 

Says Son Acted for Company. 

According to Ford W. Thomp- 
son, representing Mrs. Kohl, the 
son was not the agent of his mother 
but acted for the company. The son 
testified that when he made the 
loan he believed the company was 
 polvent, as its yearly premium in- 

ome was in excess of $600,000. It 
was in business at 110 North Ninth 
street until last Dec. 26, when-.on 
petition of the Insurance Depart- 
ment the Circuit Court enjoined it 
from operating. William Baldwin 
was its president. 

Mrs. Kohl is the widow of J. 
Fred Kohl, Granite City banker. 
He died in 1924 leaving an estate 
with an estimated value of $300,-

His death oc- 
curred in the twensy-second year 
of his exile. He was 42 years old.

The following official announce- 
ment was jmade of the former 
King’s death: 

‘This morning the King com- 
plained of a sore throat, but was 
free from fever, and he paid a 
visit to a laryngologist who advised 
immediate retirement to bed. At 
1 p. m. His Majesty felt more ill 
and went to bed. At 1:40 p. m. 
there was an attack of breath\tess- 
ness which became worse with ex- 
treme rapidity and death ensued 
from an attack of the glottis occur- 
ring so suddenly there was no time 
to summon a doctor.”

Only yesterday Manuel sat in the 
royal box with that other ex-mon- 
arch, Alfonso of Spain, watching 
Helen Wills win her fifth Wimble- 
don singles championship. He was

Fred A. Banister, Real Es- 
tate Man, Victim of Heart 
Disease After Illness of 
Ten Days. 


Ten minutes after Fred A, Ban- 
ister, real estate dealer, had died at 
St. Luke’s Hospital yesterday of 
heart disease, his wife, Mrs. Nonie 
Banister, died of shock when she 
was told of her husband’s death. 
She was in the lobby of the hos- 
pital when notified. 

Mr. Banister, who was 70 years 
old, had been in the hospital for 
the past 10 days. Mrs. Banister, 
who was 65, and their daughter, 
Mrs. L. C. Sherrill, had been to 
visit him at 9:30 a. m. and had’ 
found him seemingly improved. 

They had reached the lobby and 


Mrs. Sherrill had gone on out to 
her car when Mrs. Banister stopped 
to talk to Dr. J. Hoy Sanford, one 
of the physicians for Mr. Banister. 
As they were talking a nurse came 
up and told the physician of the 
real estate dealer’s death. Dr. San- 
ford turned_ to Mrs. Banister and 
said, “Mrs. Banister, I »have a 
shock for you.” She exclaimed, “I 
know what it is!” and collapsed. 
She died immediately. 


A real estate dealer in St. Louis 
for 43 years, Mr. Banister had 
built a number of large apartment 
houses in the West End, among 
them a group in Savoy Court, near 
Union and Delmar boulevards, and 
another group at Delmar boulevard 
and*Belt avenue. 


He and Mrs. Banister lived at 
4914 Argyle place, in an apartment 
in the two-block section between 
Lindell boulevard, 7 Maryland, 
Euclid and York avenues, which he 
owned. 


They are survived by a son, Ed- 
ward M. Banister, an officer of the 
Banister Real Estate Co., of which 
his father was president, and their 
daughter, Mrs. Sherill. In addition, 
Mr. Banister is survived by his 
brother, Edward W. Banister, an 
attorney, and a sister, Mrs. Alex 
Mann. Their mother, Mrs. Miriam 
S. Banister, lived to be 111 years 
old and was known for many years 
as the city’s oldest resident.

PLUNGES INTO WORK 
OF HIS CAMPAIGN 


“Jim, Old Pal, Put It Right 

There; You Certainly Did 

Fe 

Great Work,” His Greet- 

ing to Farley.

CHICAGO, July 2.—¥ranklin D. 
Roosevelt laid plans tonight for an 
immediate and active campaign for 
the presidency. 

He conferred tonight with 
friends and leaders over the plan 
of action that will see him out on 
a vote hunt this month. 

Searcely had the tumult of the 
convention shouting died down be- 
fore he was in his headquarters at 
the Congress Hotel planning his 
program of future activity. His 
plans for the present, however, are 
indefinite, but he made it clear that 
he had in mind a busy campaign. 

Tf his first day was any gauge, it 
will be one of unprecedented vigor. 
He began the day with an airplane 
trip that brought him a third of 
the way across the continent—the 
first time a presidential nominee 
had ever taken to the air in this 
campaign. 

In quick succession after his ar- 
rival, there was his appearance in 
the convention hall to accept the 
nomination in person, a. meeting 
with leaders and two press confer- 
ences. The succession of develop- 
ments took him immediately into 
the crowd-stirring happenings that 
usually are deferred until weeks 
later in the campaign. 

Crowd at the Airport. 

Several thousahd persqps jamme i 
about the airport to welcome him 
on his arrival. Campaign cheers 
arose as his sons and daughter 
greeted him. The police had diffi- 
culty in clearing a passage through 
the crowd for him. to pasg to his 
automobile. 

There were more cheering 
crowds at the Stadium, and again 
at his hotel when he returned, but 
these behind him, he went to his 
room for a brief rest before begin- 
ning the evening's activities, 

The Governor was accompanied 
by Mayor Cermak of Chicago and 
héld the arm of his son, James, as 
he walked into the hotel. 

Roosevelt’s arrival at the. hotel 
so soon after the convention ad- 
journed was.unexepcted, but a 
crowd had gathered, nevertheless, 
and policemen had to help open a 
path for him to the elevator. 

He appeared a little later at a 
press conference. 

Glad to Have Garner. 

He smiled broadly as he opened 
the press conference, and one of 
his first rerrarks was that he was 
happy that Speaker Garner had 
been chosen as his running mate. 

“IT am happy for two reasons,” 
he said. “First, because of his 
great experience and energy. Sec- 
ond, because he has been my close 
friend for a long period of years.” 

Roosevelt said he had not yet 
talked to ‘Garner. He said the 
Speaker had just missed reaching 
him by telephone at Albany last 
night. 

The nominee said the principal 
reason for his trip to Chicago’ had 
been to start the campaign imme- 
diately “instead of wasting July.”’ 

“What are your plans for your 
stay here?” he was asked. “I in- 
tend talking to a lot of people but 
I have no appointments.” 

“You won't discuss politics— 
just social?” 

“Oh yes I will, lots of it.” 

Gov. Roosevelt said that he 
planned returning by rail to Al- 
bany at 10 o’cloek tomorrow night 
but that his plans were subject to 
change. He will not use a special 
train. 

Not Much Sleep in Albany. 

Surveying the group of reporters, 
Roosevelt inquired how they had 
stood the strain of covering the 
convention without sleep. 

“We didn’t get very much sleep 
in Albany either,” he observed. 

“Do you plan to spcak in every 
state,”” he was asked. 

“No, it takes a vice presidential 
candidate of 38 to do that. Let's 
see, wasn't I 38 in 19207 Yes that’s 
right.” 

Somebody asked him if it had 
begun to look like the convention 
was going to last through the 
Fourth of July and he said “yes,” 
adding, “I've been through two 
conventions that lasted through the 
Fourth of July, San Francisco and 
Madison Square Garden.” 
 ,Roosevelt invited James A. Far- 
ley, his campaign manager, Arthur 
Mullen, the floor manager in his 
fight for the nomination, and J. 
Bruce Kremer of Montana to be his 
guests at dinner and discussed with 
them his plans for the future. 

The plane circled the field twice 
before landing. 

A cheer went up from the crowd 
as the Governor climbed to the 
ground. Several members of his 
family pushed forward to greet 
him. 


Police had difficulty holding 
back the crowd. 

Roosevelt stood beside the plane 
and waved his hat as a new sheer 
arose. A police detail strained for- 
ward against ‘the crowd in an ef- 
fort to force a passage through 
which he might pass to the waiting 
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fast and there was considerable 
difficulty in clearing the way. 
‘ Finally they succeeded in forcing 
a-way to the reception room of 
the airport. There the crowd 
pressed down upon them again, 

One of the first to meet the Gov- 
ernor was James A. Farley, who 
led the fight for his nomination. 

Sons and Daughter There. 

His two sons, James and Frank- 
lin Jr., and his daughter, Mrs. Anna 
Dall, had joined the party at the 
plane and accompanied them into 
the reception room. 

One of those in the reception 
was Judge Henry Horner, the 
Democratic nominee for Governor 
of Illinois. 

The crowd roared for a speech 
as the Governor emerged from the 
Municipal Station, but members of 
the Reception Committee led the 
way directly toward the waiting 
cars, 

Roosevelt. smilng broadly, ex-! 
changed pleasantries with members 
of the crowd as he passed toward 
his automobile. 

Several persons in the crowd 
yelled to the Governor as he came 
from the reception room: “Don’t 
forget to make up with Al Smith.” 

He replied. “I'll do that.” 

But some friends of Smith re- 
mained skeptical. Some expect him 
to leave the country for the dura- 
tion of the campaign, possibly for 
a European trip. 

In reply to the shouts for a 

speech, Roosevelt laughed and 
said: “I'm going to be making a 
speech in a few minutes.” 
The crowd, shouting ‘“‘Hurrah for 
Roosevelt,” refused to.give way 
even after the motors of the nom- 
imee’s machine had been started 
and the automobile crept forward 
a few feet at a time. 

Street Crowds Cheer Him. 

The crowd finally gave way and 
the journey toward the city began 
shortly before 5 p. m. 

A solid line of people was banked 
on Cicero avenue and they took up 
the cheer as the cars c° the party 
picked up speed. 

‘As he stepped from his plane, 
his two sons had greeted their 
father with a kiss. 

“How are you, Jimmy?” an41 
“How are you, Frank?’ he said, 
throwing his arm around Franklin 
Jr. 

Farley was the second to push 
through ‘the crowd and grasp his 
hand, 

“Jim, old pal, put it right there,” 
Roosevelt said, extending his hand. 
“You certainly did great work.” 
Mrs. Dall and Roosevelt’s daugh- 
ter-in-law, Mrs. James Roos:velt, 
threw their arms around the Gov- 
ernor’s neck and kissed him just 
as Mayor Cermak came through 
the crowd and shook his tand, 
prophesying his victory in Novem- 
ber. 

“Mayor Cermak, I am very 1appy 
to see my old friend,” he said, “and 
happy at what happened here in 
Chicako and I believe your proph- 
ecy will come true.” 

Cermak asked him how he had 
enjoyed the trip and he replied 
“fine. te 

The Governor’s nose Watees fell 
off as the crowd pushed around 
him, but they were recovered from 
the ground unbroken. 

At the request of photograpscrs, 
he stood on the step of the plane 
to permit them to get a better view. 
The Governor's party, including 
Mrs. Roosevelt and their sons, El- 
liott and John, Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Samuel Rosenman, his former 
counsel, and several members of 
his ataff, left Albany at 7:31 in the 
13-passenger plane. Stops for re- 
fueling were made at Buffalo and 
Cleveland. In Cleveland an offi- 
cial party extended a: welcome and 
congratulations. Newton D. Bak- 
er had declined to head the com-

Your candidate 
wants repeal. And I am confident 
that the United States of America 
wants repeal.” 

Applause burst forth again when 
he declared: “I say to you that 
from this date on, the eighteenth 
amendment is doomed.” 

Tribute to Woodrow Wilson. 

In his opening remarks he paid 
a tribute to Woodrow Wilson and 
gave thanks that “many of his cap- 
tains are still with us, to give us 
wise council.” Perhaps that was a 
way of recognizing William G. Mc- 
Adoo, whose sudden coming back 
into national politicat prominence 
from comparative obscurity was 
one of the high lights of the con- 
vention. 

He accepted the platform “one 
hundred per cent” and gave the 
pledge that he would leave no 
doubt as to where he stood on any 
question of moment in the cam- 
paign. 

He said that throughout the 
campaign he intended to attack 
“the Republican leadership,” using 
those words rather than “the Re- 
publican party.” Indicating this 
leadership for failure in the present 
economic crisis, he declared: 

“To meet by reaction the danger 
of radicalism is to have disaster. 
Reaction is no barrier to the 
radical. It is a challenge, a provo- 
cation. The way to meet that 
danger is to offer a workable pro- 
gram of reconstruction, and the 
party to offer it is the por with 
clean hands. 

“This, and this only, is a proper 
protection against blind reaction on 
the one hand and an improvised 
hit-or-miss ‘irresponsible opportun- 
ism on the other.”’ 

He said it would never be the 
theory of the Democratic party 
that a favored few should be help- 
ed, in the hope that some of their 
prosperity would leak through to 
labor, the farmer and the small 
business man. 

Invitation to Join Ranks. 

To those “nominal Republicans” 
who were distressed at “the grop- 
ing and the failure of their party 


leaders,” he extended an invitation 


to join hands with the Democratic 
party, and to those “nominal 
Democrats who squint at the future 
with their facés turned toward the 
past,” he issued the warning that 
they were “out of step with their 
party.” : 

“Yes,”” he said, “the people of 
this country want a genuine party 
choice this year, not a choice be- 
tween two names for the same re- 
actionary doctrine. Ours must be 
a party of liberal thought of 
planned action, of enlightened in- 
ternational outlook, and of the 
greatest good to the greatest num- 
ber of our citizers.” 

It was inevitable, he said, that 
the main issue of the campaign 
should revolve about the economic 
depression. It was no excuse for 
inaction to agsert “that the de- 
pression is worldwide.” The Re-

Alfred E. Smith. In the meantime 
fhe announced at his first press 
conference as a candidate that the 
campaign would start right away. 

In a ten-minute speech at the 
committee meeting he said: “The 
campaign starts at 10 o'clock to- 
night. I am confident that the 
task we are about to enter will 
be carried to a successful conclu- 
sion in November.” It was then 
9:05 p. Mm °* 

Gov. Roosevelt appeared dra- 
matically before the committee 
members. Farley had been escort- 
ed to the chair and Robert Jack- 
son of New Hampshire had been 
elected secretary of the committee. 
Farley drew back a curtain of an 
impromptu stage and Roosevelt 
walked to a tall desk while the 
audience rose and applauded. 

Farley merely announced “our 
candidate and the next President of 
the United States, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt.”’ 

Candidate’s Talk. 

“This is the second time I have 
been late today,” Roosevelt began 
immediately, speaking without 
notes. “I had fully expected to get 
down to this meeting while it was 
presided over by my old and good 
friend, John Raskob. I wanted to 
thank him for the splendid work 
he has done for the party. 

“It was his conception, and I 
think his alone, in the gpring of 
1929, for a permanent and active 
headquarters in Washington. He 
spoke to me during that spring of 
his plans. I went over those plans, 
which were subsequently followed. 
He selected my old friend Jouett 
Shouse as secretary and put an- 
other old friend, Charlie Michael- 
son, in charge of publicity. 

“Have Given Their Best.” 
“For the last three years these 
men have given their best to the 
party. In 1928 some of our Re- 
publican newspaper friends had 
asked the old question, ‘Is the Dem- 
ocratic party dead?’ The answer 
of Shouse and Michaelson not only 
put a quietus on that question, but 
in 1930 they gave material assist- 
ance to our party. In the Novem- 
ber elections of that year we se- 
cured a majority in the House of 
Representatives and elected more 
Governors, Mayors and local offi- 
clals than in any year since 1912. 
' “These gentlemen deserve the 
hearty thanks and gratitude of the 
party. We know.that they will give 
us assistance and advice.” 

In conclusion, Roosevelt paid 
tribute to Norman Mack, the Na- 
tional Committeeman from New 
York since 1896, who was succeed- 
ed ‘by John H. McCooey, the 
Brooklyn Tammany leader. 
Observing with a smile that he 
was without authority in the com- 
mittee, the nominee suggested that 
Mack should be elected commit- 
teeman emeritus for life. This sug- 
gestion later was followed. 

Raskob Disa 
Raskob, the retiring chairman, 
was not in sight while Roosevelt 
spoke. He had opened the meeting 
in his quiet, almost shy, manner 
and after posing for innumerable 
flashlight pictures with Farley, he 
slipped out. 
He stated that the County Trust 
Co. of New York held a note of 
$300,000 of the party on which in- 
terest had not been paid since June 
13 and that he personally held a 
note of $120,000. “I can wait,” he 
added, “until the bank note is 
paid.” 
Robert Jacksoz of New Hamp- 
shire was elected secretary to the 
committee. 

Pian to Return to Albany. 
Roosevelt told newspaper men 
that he expected to have confer- 
ences for the next 24 hours.. . He 
expected to leave for New York at 
10 p. m. tomorrow. 

He said that he had no com- 
ment to make on the failure of 
Gov. Smith to offer his congratu- 
lations. 

Roosevelt said that he would 
not attempt a “swing around the 
circle campaign” or to go to the 
Pacific Coast. ‘“‘That*is a job,” he 
auded, “‘for a 38-year-old vice-pres- 
idential candidate.” He was refer- 
ring to the tours he made in 1920) 
when he was the running mate of 
James M. Cox. 

In announcing that the campaign 
would start “right away” Roosevelt 
said he was convinced that many 
voters made up their minds in July. 
and he intended to meet them at 
once. iw

problem. Picture to yourself, 
for instance, the great groups of 
property owned by millions of 
our citizens represented by 
credits issued in the form of 
bonds and mortgages—Govern- 
ment bonds of all kinds, Fed- 
eral, state, county, municipal— 
bonds of industrial companies, 
of utility companies, mortgages 
On real estate in farms and 
cities and, finally, the vast in- 
vestments of the nation in the 
railroads. What is the measure 
of the security of each of those 
groups? We know well that in 
our complicated interrelated 
credit structure, if any one of 
these credit groups collapses, 
they may all collapse. Danger 
to one is danger to all. 

And how, I ask, has the pres- 
ent administration in Washing- 
ton treated the inter-relation- 
ship. of these credit groups? The 
answer is clear: It has not rec- 
ognized that inter-relationship 
existed at all. Why, the nation 
asks, has Washington failed to 
understand that ail of these 
groups, each and every one, the 
top of the pyramid and the bot- 
tom of the pyramid, must be 
considered together, that each 
and every one of them is de- 
pendent on every other; each 
and eyery one of them affecting 
the whole financial fabric? 

Statesmanship and vision, my 
friends, require relief to all at 
the same time. 

Just one word or two on 
taxes, the taxes that all of us 
pay toward the cost of govern- 
ment of all kinds. Well, I 
know something of taxes. For 
three long years I have been 
going up and down this coun- 
try preaching that government 
—Federal and state and local— 
costs too much. [| shall not 
stop that preaching. As an im- 
mediate program of action, we 
must abolish useless offices. We 
must eliminate actual prefunc- 
tions of government—functions. 
in fact, that are not definitely 
essential to the continuance of 
government. We must ,merge, 
we must consolidate, subdivi- 
sions of government, and, like 
the private citizens, give up 
luxuries which we can no longer 
afford. 

* By our example at Washing- 
ton itself, we shall have the 
opportunity of pointing the wav 
of economy to local governmen!. 
for let us remember well that 
out of every tax dollar in the 
average state in this nation, 40 
cents enters the Treasury in 
Washington, D. C., 10 or 12 
cents only go to the state cap- 
itals and 48 cents out of every 
dollar are consumed by the cost 
of local government in counties 
and cities and towns. 

I propose to you, my friends, 
and through you, that govern- 
ment of all kinds, big and little, 
be made solvent and that the 
example be set by the President 
of the United States and his 
Cabinet, 

“Country Wants Repeal.” 

And talking about setting a 
definite example, I congratulate 
this convention for having had 
the courage, fearlessly, to write 
into its declaration of principles 
what an overwhelming majority 
here assembled really thinks 
about the eighteenth amend- 
ment.’ This convention wants 
repeal. Your candidate wants 
repeal, and I am confident that 
the United States of America 
wants repeal, 

Two years ago the platform 
on which I ran for Governor the 
second time contained substan- 
tially the same provision, The 
overwhelming sentiment of the 
people of my state as shown by 
the vote of that year, extends, 
I know, to the people of many 
of the other states.

Publicity 
is the enemy of crookedness. 

‘And now one word about un- 
employment, and incidentally 
about agriculture. I have favor- 
ed the use of certain types of 
public works, as a further 
emergency means of stimulating 
employment and the issuance of 
bonds, to pay for such public 
works, but I have pointed out 
that no economic end is served 
if we merely build without 
building for a necessary pur- 
pose. Such works, of course, 
should insofar as possible be 
self-sustaining, if they are to be 
financed by the issuing of 
bonds. 


So as to spread the poirts of 
all kinds as widely as possibile, 
we must take definite steps to 
shorten the working day and 
the working week. 

Lat us use. sense and 
business sense, and just as one 
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example we know that a wire 


hopeful and immediate means 
of release, both for the unem- 
ployed and for agriculture, will 
come from a wide plan of the 
converting of many millions of 
acres of marginal and unused 
land into timber land through 
reforestation. There are tens of 
millions of acres east of the Mis- 
sissippi River alone in aban- 
doned farms, in cut-over land, 
now growing up in worthless 
brush. Why, every . European 
nation has a definite land pol- 
icy and has had one for genera- 


' tions. We have not. Having 


none, we face a future of soil 
erosion and timber famine. It 
is clear that economic foresight 
and immediate employment 
march hand in hand in the call 
for the reforestation of these 
vast areas. 


Self-Sustaining Work. 


In so doing, employment can- 


be given to a million men. That 
is the kind of public’ work that 
is se)f-sustaining—and therefore 
capable of being financed by 
the issuance of bonds which are 
made secure by the fact that the 
growth of tremendous crops will 
provide adequate security for 
the investment. 

Yes, I have a very definite 
program for providing employ- 
ment by that means. I have 
done it, and Iam doing it today 
in the State of New York. I 
know that the Democratic party 
can do it successfully in the na- 
tion, That will put men to work 
and that is an example of the 
action that we are going to have. 

Now as a further aid to agri- 
culture we know perfectly well, 
but have we come out and said 
so clearly and distinctly? We 
should repeal immediately those 
provisions of law that compel 
the Federal Government to go 
into the market fo purchase, to 
sell, to speculate, in farm prod- 
ucts, in a futile attempt to re- 
duce farm surpluses. And they 
are the people that are talking 
of keeping government out of 
business. Why, the practical 
‘way to help the farmer is by an 
arrangement that will, in addi- 
tion to lightening some of the 
improverishing burdens from 
his back, do something towards 
the reduction of the surpluses 
of staple commodities, that 
hang on the market. It should 
bé our aim to add to the world 
prices of staple products the 
amount of a reasonable tariff 
protection, give agriculture the 
same protection that industry 
has today. 

And in exchange for this im- 
mediately increased return I am 
sure that the farmers of this 
nation would agree ultimately 
to such planning of their pro- 
duction as would reduce the sur- 
pluses and make it unnecessary 
in later years to depend on 
dumping those surpluses abroad 
in order to support domestic 
prices. That result has been 
accomplished in other nations, 
why not in America, too? 

Farm leaders, farm § econo- 
mists generally agree that a 
plan based on that principle is 
a desirable first step in the re- 
construction of agriculture. It 
does not in itself furnish a com- 
plete program but it will serve 
in great measure in the long rur 
to remove the pall of a surplus 
without the continued perpetua! 
fret of world dumping. Final 
voluntary reduction of surplus is 
a part of our objective, but the 
long continuance and the pres- 
ent burden of existing surpluses 
make it necessary to repair great 
damage of the present by im- 
mediate emergency measures, 

Such a plan as_ that, my 
friends, does not cost the Gov- 
ernment any money nor does it 
keep the Government in busi- 
ness or in speculation. 

And as to the actual wording 
of a bill, I believe that the Dem- 
ocratic party stands ready to be 
guided by whatever thd respon- 
sible farm groups themselves 
agree on. That is a principle 
that is sound, and again I ask 
for action. 

Agricultural Population. 

One word about the farmer, 
and I know that every delegate 
that lives in the city in this hall 
knows why I lay emphasis on 
the farmer. It is because one- 
half of our population, over 50,- 
000,000 people, are dependent on 
agriculture; and my friends, if 
these 50,000,000 people have no 
money, no cash to buy what is 
prodyced in the city, the city 
suffers to an equal ar a great- 
er extent, 

And that is why we are going 
to make the voters understand 
this year that this nation is not 
merely a nation of independ- 
ence, but it is if we are to sur- 
vive, bound to be a nation of 
interdependence, town and city, 
and North and South, East and 
West. That is our goal, and 
that goal will be understood by 
the people of this country no 
matter where they live. 

Yes, the purchasing power of 
that half of our population de- 
pendent on agriculture is gone. 
Farm mortgages reach nearly 
10 billions of dollars today and 
interest charges on that alone 

‘are $560,000,000 a year. But 
that is not all. The tax burden 
caused by extravagant and in- 
efficient local government is an 
additional factor. Our -most 
immediate concern should be to 
reduce the interest burden on 
these mortgages. 


Rediscounting of farm mort- 


es under salutary restric- 
must be expanded and 
should, in the future, be con- 
ditioned on the reduction of in- 
terest rates. Amortization pay- 
ments, maturities, should -like- 
wise in this crisis be extended 


pressed. That, my friends, is 
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seat si iaciaeaian o* practical,’ 
immediate relief. Action. 

I am to do the same thing, 
and it can be done, for the small 
home owner in our cities and 
villages. We can lighten his 
burden and develo, his purchas- 
ing power. Take away, my 
friends, that specter of too high 
an interest rate. Take away 
that specter of the due-date 
just a short time away. Save 
homes; save homes for thou- 
sands of self-respecting families 
and drive out that specter of in- 
security, from our midst. 

Party Stand on Tariff. 

Out of all the tons of printed 
paper, out of all the hours of 
oratory, the recriminations, the 
defenses, the happy-thought 
plans in Washington aad in 
every State, there emerges one 
great, simple, crystal pure fact 
that during the’ past 10 years a 
nation of 120,000,000 has oeen 
led by the Republican leaders 
to erect ah impregnable barbed 
wire entanglement around its 
borders through the instruinen- 
tality of tariffs which have iso- 
lated us from all the other hu- 
man beings in all the rest of the 
round world. I accept that ad- 
mirable tariff statement in the 
platform of this convention. It 
would protect American ousi- 
ness and American Labor. 

By our acts of the past we 
have invited and received the 
retaliation of other nations. I 
propose an invitation to them to 
forget the past, to sit at the ta- 
ble with us, as friends, and to 
plan with us for the restoration 
of the trade of the world. 


Go Into the home of the busi- 
ness man. He knows what the 
tariff has done for him. Go 
into the home of the factory 
worker. He knows why goods 
do not move. Go into the home 
of the farmer. He knows how 
the tariff has helped to ruin 
him. 


Yes, at last our eyes are 
open; at last the American peo- 
ple are ready to acknowledge 
that Republican leadership was 
wrong and that the Democracy 
is right. My program, of which 
I can only touch on these 
points, is based upon this sim- 
ple moral principle—the wel- 
fare and the soundness of a na- 
tion depends first upon what 
the great mass of the people 
wish and need; and secondly, 
whether or not they are get- 
ting it. 

What do the people of Amer- 
ica want more than anything 
else? In my mind, two things: 
Work; work with all the moral 
and spiritual values that § g0 
with work. And with work, a 
reasonable measure of security 
—security for themselves and 
for their wives and children. 
Work and security—these two 
are more than words. They are 
more than facts. They are the 
spiritual values, the true goal 
teward which our efforts of re- 
construction should lead. These 
are the values that this pro- 
gram is intended to gain. These 
are the values we have failed 
to achiéve by the leadership we 
now have. 

Relief of Distress. 

Our Republican leaders tell 
us economic laws—sacred, in- 
violable, unchangeable — that 
these laws cause panics which 
no one could prevent. But while 
they prate of economic laws, 
men and women are starving. 
We must lay hold of the fact 
that economic laws are not made 
by nature. They are made by 
human beings. 

Yes, when—not if—when, we 
get'the chancé, the Federal Gov- 
ernment will assume bold lead- 
ership in distress relief. For 
years, Washington has alternat- 
ed between putting its head in 
the sand and saying there is no 
large number of destitute pea 
ple in our midst who need food 
and clothing, and then saying 
the states should take care of 
them, if there are. Instead of 
planning two and a half years 
age to do what they are now 


trying to do, they kept putting’ 


it off from day to day and week 
to week, and month to month, 
until the conscience of America 
demanded action. 

I say that, while primary re- 
sponsibility for relief rests with 
localities now, as ever, yet the 
Federal Government has always 
had and still has a continuing 
responsibility for the broader 
public welfare. It will soon ful- 
fill that responsibility. 

And, now, just a few words 
about ‘our plans for the next 
four months. By coming here, 
instead of waiting for a formal 
notification, I have made it 
clear that I believe we should 
eliminate expensive ceremonies 
and that we should set in mo- 
tion at nce, tonight, my 
friends, the necessary machin- 
ery for an adequate presenta- 
tion of the issuew to the elec- 
torate of the nation. I myself 
have important duties as Gov- 
ernor of a great state, dutics 
which in these times are more 
arduous and more grave than 
at any previous period, and yet 
I feel confident that I shall be 
able to make a number of short 


visits a several parts of the 
nation and my trips will have 
as their first objective a study 
at first hand from the lips or 
men and of men of ai! 
parties and all occupations, th- 
actual conditions and needs of 
every part of an interdependen: 
country. 
Lessons of the Crisis. 

One word more; out of 2ver 
crisis, every tribulation, every 
disaster, mankind rises’ with 
some share of greater kn>o.!- 
edge, of higher decency, of our. 
er purpose. Today we sha!! 
have come through a period 
of loose thinking and descend,” 
ing morals, an era of seitish 
ness, of individual men and 
women and of whole natiuns. 
Blame not Governments ilone 
for this. Blame ourselves an 
equal share. Let us.be rank 
in ‘acknowledgment of the truth 
that many amongst us wave. 
made obeisance to “mammon.” 
that the profits of speculation, 
the easy road without toil, nave 
tured us from the old barricades, 
To return to higher standards, 
we must abandon the ‘alse 
* prophets and seek new leader: 
of our own choosing. 

Never before in modern his 
tory, have the essentia! differ. 
ences between the two -nuijor 
American parties stood ot in 
such striking contrast as they 
do today. Republican lea Jer: 
not only have failed in materia 
things, they have failed in na.- 
tional vision, because in disaster 
they have held out no hope, they 
have pointed out no path for the 
people to climb back to piaces 
of security and of safety in our 
American life. 


Throughout the nation, wen 
and women, forgotten in the 
political philosophy of the voy- 
ernment of the last years iook 
to us here for guidance and for . 
more equitable opportunity td 
share in the distribution of j a- 
tional wealth. 


On the farms, ifn the large 
metropolitan areas in the sma!!. 
er cities and in the villages, 
many of dur citizens cherish the 
hope that their old standards of 
living and of thought have not 
gone forever. Those millions 
cannot and shall not hope in 
vain. 


I pledge you-—I pledge my- 
self—to a new deal for the 
American people. Let us all 
here assembled constitute our-g 
selves prophets of a new order“§ 
of competence and of courage. 
This is more than a political 
campaign; it is a call to arms. 
Give me your help, not to win 
votes alone, but to win in this 
crusade to restore America to 
its own people.

WOMAN LOSES ACTION 
OVER $21,940 DEEDS 


Court Holds They Are Assets 
of Defunct Prudential Cas- 
u2!ty and Surety Co. 


The application of Mrs. Amelia 
Kohl, 67 years old, of Normandy, 
St. Louis County, for an order re- 
quiring State Superintendent of In- 
surance Thompson to surrender to 
her $21,940 in deeds of trust now 
among the assets of the defunct 
Prudential Casualty & Surety Co. 
was denied by Circuit Judge INor- 
toini yesterday. 

The Court held that the @eeds 
of trust had been turned over to 
the company for the purpose of 
bolstering up its assets, in plave of 
some which were to be chaiged 
off at the direction of the Insur- 
ance Department, and although 
Mrs. Kohl was unaware of the con- 
ditions of transfer, her son, t'red 
Kohl, treasurer of the company, 
who was her agent, was charged 
with knowledge of its purpose, be- 
ing a member of the board of di- 
rectors. 


The deeds of trust in controversy 
were listed in the securities ledger 
of the company showing property 
in its possession. 

Interest Credited to Her Account, 

Testimony was to the effect that 
Mrs: Kohl's son got -her to lend 
the deeds, which are secured by 
Illinois land, to the company in Oc-| 
tober, 1930, shortly after he had 
become connected with it. Paul L. 
Temple, its vice-president and sec- 
retary, participated in obtaining the 
loan according to testimony. ~ 

Mrs. Kohi was to receive certain 
securities described by her lawyer 
as “cats and dogs” which were to 
indemnify her in the transaction 
but she never got them, she testi- 
fied. The interest on the deeds of 
trust is still credited to her account, 
being collected at the Granite City, 
Ill. Trust and Savings Bank. 


Oliver T. Remmers, attorney for 
the Insurance Superintendent, ad- 
mitted that the Department has 
possession of the deeds of trust 
and that the indemnifying securi- 
ties Mrs. Kohl was to have been 
given are also in its possession. 
However, he introduced records of 
the company indicating that the 
transaction between Mrs. Kohl and 
the company was regarded as a 
trade of property. On the other 
hand Mrs. Kohl had documents in 
support of her claim it was a loan. 

Says Son Acted for Company. 

According to Ford W. Thomp- 
son, representing Mrs. Kohl, the 
son was not the agent of his mother 
but acted for the company. The son 
testified that when he made the 
loan he believed the company was 
solvent, as its yearly premium in- 
come was in excess of $600,000. It 
was in business at 110 North Ninth 
street until last Dec. 26, when.on 
petition of the Insvrance Depart- 
ment the Circuit Court enjoined it 
from operating. William Baldwin 
was its president. 

Mrs. Kohl is the widow of J. 
Fred Kohl, Granite City banker. 
He died in 1924 leaving an estate 
with an estimated value of $300,- 
000. .

Niece Seeks to Share in Prop- 
erty of Late Mrs. Mary 
Huthmaker. 


A suit to contest the will of Mrs. 
Mary Huthmaker, who left the

The petition names as defendants 
the home, three relatives who re- 
ceived bequests\ under the will 
totaling $5000 and the Trust Co. of 
St. Louis County, executors.

IEXKING MANUEL 


DIES IN ENGLAND: 
EXILE 22 YEARS 


Former Portuguese Ruler 
- Said to Have Lost Throne 


Through Infatuation for 
Gaby Deslys. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 2.—Former King 


Manuel II of Portugal, of whom it 
was some times said that he tossed 
away a throne for Gaby Deslys, the 


French actress, died today at his 
home, Fulwell Park. Twickenham. 

He died very suddenly of throat 
disease which had been troubling 
him for some time. His death oc- 
curred in the twensy-second year 
of his exile. He was 42 years old. 

The funeral is expected to be held 
at Twickenham. Plans for :t vill 
not be completed before Monday. 

The following official announce- 
ment was ,made of the former 
King’s death: 

“This morning the King com- 
plained of a sore throat, but was 
free from fever, and he paiid a 
visit to a laryngologist who advised 
immediate retirement to bed. At 
1 p. m. His Majesty felt more ill 
and went to bed. At 1:40 p. m. 
there was an attack of breath\ess- 
ness which became worse with ex- 
treme rapidity and death ensued 
from an attack of the glottis occur- 
ring so suddenly there was no time 
to summon a doctor.” 

At Tennis Match Friday. 

Only yesterday Manuel! sat in the 
royal box with that other ex-mon- 
arch, Alfonso of Spain, watching 
Helen Wills win her fifth Wimble- 
don singles championship. He was 
one of the wealthiest exiled mon- 
archs, for the Portuguese Repub- 
lic allowed him to keep all his 
properties. It was estimated that 
he had an income of $1,000,000 a 
year. 

One of the most colorful episodes 
in his life was his infatuation for 
Gaby Deslys, a slim. blonde French 
actress, who died 12 years ago. 

She never denied the _ stories 
which circulated about her friend- 
ship for the King, nor did she dis- 
credit one rumor in particular 
which was that Manuel had given 
her a pearl necklace worth a for- 
tune and other costly gifts with 
such disregard of the royal coffers 
that the resulting complaints in 
Portugal had hastened the revolu- 
tion that exiled the King. 

Before the Gaby Deslys episode 
there was a story that Vialceva, 
the “Diamond Queen of Russia,” 
had beguiled Manuel. 

Dethroned by Revolt. 

Manuel was born Novy. 15, 
1889, the younger son of 
Carlos I and Marie Amelie of Or- 
leans. On the assassination of 
Carlos and the Crown Prince Luis, 
duke of Braganza, Feb. 1, 1908, 
Manuel succeeded to the throne. 
Manuel was wounded in the aitack 
in which his father was kill=.1. 

The murder of Carlos was the 
climax of internal troubles which 
had disturbed Portugal since that 
King ascended the throne in 1889. 
In the beginning those troubles were 
ue to corrupt government and intol- 
erably heavy taxes. Carlos set up 
a dictatorship and dispensed with 
Parliament, ruling the nation by 
absolute decree. Under Manuel the 
situation was not improved. Oct. 
13, 1910, a revolution overthrew 
the monarchy. 

Manuel belonged to the house of 
Braganza-Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, 
established 10 centuries ago. On 
Sept. 4, 1913, he married, at Sig- 
maringen, Princess Augusta Vic- 
toria of Hohenzollern, a relative of 
the then ruling house in Germany. 

There was a feud between two 
rival branches of the House of 
Braganza, but it was patched up in 
1927 when Manuel met his cousin, 
Dom Miguel, at Dover. They agreed 
that when Manuel died, the pre- 
tender Dom Nuno Duarte, also his 
cousin, should succeed him as head 
of the house.

‘SHOCK KILLS 


WHEN SHE HEAR 
HUSBAND 1 


Fred A. Banister, Real Es- 
tate Man, Victim of Heart 
Disease After Illness of 
Ten Days. 


Ten minutes after Fred A. Ban- 
ister, real estate dealer, had died at 
St. Luke’s Hospital yesterday of 
heart disease, his wife, Mrs. Nonie 
Banister, died of shock when she 
was told of her husband’s death. 
She was in the lobby of the hos- 
pital when notified. 

Mr. Banister, who was 70 years 
old, had been in the hospital for 
the past 10 days. Mrs. Banister, 
who was 65, and their daughter, 
Mrs. L. C. Sherrill, had been to 
visit nim at 9:30 a. m. and had 
found him seemingly improved. 

They had reached the lobby and 
Mrs. Sherrill had gone on out to 
her car when Mrs. Banister stopped 
to talk to Dr. J. Hoy Sanford, one 
of the physicians for Mr. Banister.

Prolonged applause greeted his 
demand for governmental economy.

light of day on issues of securities, 
foreign. and domestic, which are 
offered for sale to the investing 
public.” 

“You anl I, as common sense 
citizens,” he said “know that it 
would help to protect the savings 
of the country from the dishonesty 
of crooks and from the lack of 
honor of some men.in high finan- 
cial places.

equal or a greater extent. 

It should be the immediate con- 
cern of the party, he went on, to 
reduce the interest burden carried 
by the farmer. He estimated that 
farm mortgages today reached 
nearly 10 billion dollars, on which 
the interest charge was $560,000,- 
000. He said there should be an 
expansion of the “rediscounting of 
farm mortgages under salutary re- 
strictions’” and that similar relief 
should be given small home own- 
ers. 

He denounced the high tariff 
policy, which had put “an impreg- 
nable barbedwire entanglement” 
about. the United States and 
‘isolated us from all the other hu- 
man beings in all the rest of the 
round world.” Accepting the Dem- 
ocratic platform declaration on the 
tariff, he proposed that the other 
nations be invited by the United 
States to sit down at a conference 
table and “plan with us for the res- 
toration of the trade of the world.”’ 

“Go into the home of the busi- 
ness man,” he said. “He knows 


‘what the tariff has done for him. 


Go into the’ home of the factory 
worker. He knows why goods do 
not move; go into the home of the 
farmer: hhe knows how the tariff 
has helped to ruin him.” 

Great Mass of the People. 
‘He said that his whole program 
‘as based on “this simple moral 

‘principle—the welfare and the 
soundnéss of a nation depends first 
upon what the great mass of the 
people wish and need, and, sec- 
ond upon whether or not they are 
getting it.” 

What the American people need- 
ed more than anything else, he 
said, was work “with all the moral 
and spiritual values that go with 
work,” 

“Our Republican leaders,” he 
said, “tell us that economic laws, 
inviolable unchangeable, 
cause panics which no one can 
prevent. 

“But while they prate of eco- 
nomic laws, men and women are 
starving. We must lay hold of the 


fact that economic laws are not 


made by nature. They are made 
by human beings.” He promised 
that if the Democrats were given 
the chance they would assume 
“bold leadership” in the relief of 
distress. 

He said he had made it clear by 


his ceming to the convention that 


the party, in his opinion, should 
eliminate expensive ceremonies and 
at once set in motion the machin- 
ery for presenting the issues of the 
campaign to the people. He ex- 
pected, he said, to make a number 
of short trips to several parts of 
the country. 
“Abandon False Prophets.” 

Individuals as well as govern- 
ments, he said, were responsible 
for our plight. Many’ had turned 
from the old standards to seek 
easy profits through speculation. 
We had come through an era. of 
“loose thinking and descending 
morals."" It was imperative tht the 
nation ‘‘abandon false prophets and 
seek new leaders.” 

Never before, he said, had the 
fundamental differences between 
the two parties stood out in such 
striking contrast as today. 
“Throughout the nation,” he went 
on, “men and women, forgotten in 
the political philosophy of the gov- 
ernment of the last few years, look 
to us here for guidance, and for 
more equitable opportunity to 
share in the distribution of the na- 
tional wealth.” 

He pledged the party and him- 
self to “a new deal for the Ameri- 
can people.” | 

“Give me your help,” he con- 
cluded, “not to win votes alone, but 
to win in this cr .sade to restore 
America to its own people.”

“This honor comes to you, if I 
may be permitted to say so, as the 
reward of an unblemished life, a 
spotless reputation, a high devotion 
to the public weal and a capacity 
for public service exhibited in ex- 
alted official positions in the most 
trying times and under.the .nost 
exacting circumstances. The suc- 
cess with which you have during 
the past three years and more ad- 
ministered the affairs of the Im- 
perial State of New York as its 
Governor has led to the well- 
grounded hope that, embracing ar- 
dently the principles of our his- 
toric party, you may pursue the 
course and find a way as the chief 
magistrate of the United States 
through which. its mighty energics 
inay again be unloosed and applicd 
at unslackened pace. 

“One contemplates in awe the 
situation that confronts us—too 
harrowing in its detail, too notori- 
ous to require recital, to dwell o 
here.

Outdoor Life, Fond of Poker 


Began Political Career at 28 As a Winner 
| Collects Stamps, Toy Ships, Knows 
. German and French. |

ALBANY, N. Y., July 2.—Twen- 
ty-two years ago, Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, the Democratic Presi- 
dential nominee, then an active 
man of 28, was preparing to stump 
his home county for a place in the 
New York State Senate. 

John E. Mack—the same Mack 
that nominated him at Chicago— 
at that time the Democratic party 
leader of Duchess County, had in- 
duced the towering son of James 
Roosevelt, wealthy landowner and 
railroad executive, to run for an 
office that traditionally had  be- 
longed to Republicans. 

Mack shrewdly guessed the en- 
thusiasm of Jim Roosevelt's boy 
could be used to advantage § in 
arousing the interest of the coun- 
tryside. Franklin, inspired by the 
public life of his cousin, the illus- 
trious “T. R.,” saw public service 
as a glamorous opportunity for a 
youth whose chief.interest in col- 
lege had been history and political 
economy. Mack had no trouble in 
selling politics to young Roosevelt. 

His Election as State Senator. 

Roosevelt flew about picturesque 
Dutchess County in a new contriv- 
ance of that day—the automobile 
—and when the ballots were 
counted in November he was a 
State Senator. He tasted then the 
fruits of success at the polls. 

Since 1910, Roosevelt never has 
been vout of the public eye, al- 
though for four years he was on 
the sidélines, blanketed by an at- 
tack of infantile paralysis. Except 
for a few months when he was 
fighting to live, the. Democratic 
nominee always has been in touch 
with men and affairs of politics. 

In the Steps of “T. R.” 

Planting his feet in many of the 
steps that Theodore followed to the 
White House, Franklin advanced 
to the national stage. Like “T. 
R.,” he was an Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy, a Vice-Presidential 
candidate and Governor of New 
York. He married the former 
President’s niece, Anna Eleanor 
Roosevelt. She is Franklin’s sixth 
cousin. “T. R.” was a fifth cousin. 


The Democratic hope is well over 
six feet in height and exercises to 
keep his weight below 190 pounds. 
His face is long with many of the 
typical Roosevelt characteristics. 
His smile is like that of Theodore. 
The Roosevelt eyes are blue, deep 
set, and his nose is the long, in- 
quisitive kind—an index that is a 
defenite key to the New York Gov- 
ernor’s character. He is persistently 
inquisitive, and the visitor with a 
fund of knowledge that Mr. 
Roosevelt does not possess is in 
for a busy time of answering ques- 
tions. : 

Roosevelt is a voluable talker and 
a conversationalist who punctuates 
his remarks with shakes of the 
head and hands, a beetling of the 
brows and frequent smiles and 
laughter. 

Before infantile paralysis robbed 
him of the full use of hig legs, 
Hoosevelt was an outdoor enthusi- 
ast, a horseman, yachtsman and 
golf player and a robust participant 
in all athletics. He still rides, 
drives an automobile and swims. 

Likes Driving and Picnics. 

The woods and rolling hills of 
his native Dutchess County were a 
ure to the boy; they are the man’s 
most beloved locale. -He is never 
happier than when driving through 
that countryside or picnicking be- 
side the majestic Hudson. 

The Governor is a stamp collec- 
tor of importance and his colle 
tion of books and prints on e 
American Navy is probably the best 
in existence. In his New York 
City home are the toy ships which 
the. Navy’s War Planning Board 
used during the World War. 

‘Mr. Roosevelt, when time per- 
mitted, has been fond of poker. He 
was the kind that raised before the 
draw and testimonials to his prow- 
ess are two straight flush hands 
tacked on the wall of an exclusive 
club near Washington. Only five 
others, held throughout the years, 
also are on the walls. 

He calls his wife “The Missus”’ 
and she refers to him as “Frank- 
lin.” Their five children call them 
“Mother” and “Father’ and some- 
times “‘Ma” and “Pa.” 

Family and Presidency. 
‘Only two families have _ sent 
more than one member to the 
presidency of the United States, the 
Adam and the Harrisons. If 
Frank D. Roosevelt is elected 
the Roosevelts will be the third, as 
Theodore Roosevelt, the twenty- 
sixth President, was a fifth cousin 
of)'the Democratic candidate this 
year. 

John Adams, the second Presi- 
dent, was the father of the sixth 
chief executive, John Quincy 
Adams, and Benjamin Harrison was 
the grandson of William Henry 
Harrison. 

The Roosevelt strain goes back 
to 1644 when Claes Martenzen Van 
Roosevelt of Holland settled in New 


America, having reached Duxbury, 
Mass., in 1624. 


Knows His Nautical Terms. . 

' The Delanos were merchants and 
seafaring folk. Their sailing boats 
carried the manyfactured wares of 
New England to the Orient and re- 
turned laden with spices, silks and 
teas. Franklin always has been a 
lover of the sea. He surrounded 
himself with books and pictures of 
maritime activities and his studies 
and offices reflect the atmosphere 
of the fo’castle and the bridge. 

The Governor’s conversation is 
often.studded with nautical terms. 
The porch of his Georgia home, 
looking out over tree mattressed 
pine mountains is to him, “the top- 
side.” During his Navy Depart- 
ment days, he astounded the na- 
tion’s sea fighters with his know!l- 
edge of their business. In boyhood 

Franklin traveled much on the sea 
and in Europe with his parents. 
He went to school in Germany, and 
learned German and French 480 
well he is able to converse fluent- 
ly in those langvages. 


Can Transiate French. 

At the Yorktown celebration a 
year ago, the Associated Press cor- 
respondent desiring to know what 
a French visitor had said found out 
(from Mr. Roosevelt who had trans- 
lated and remembered the _ short 
address which had not been made 
available to reporters. 

When a small boy in Lord Faunt- 
leroy attire, Franklin with his fa- 
ther went to call upon President 
Cleveland. Clouds of economic de- 
pression hovered over the White 
House. The tired and harassed 
Cleveland, who had left the New 
York Governor’s chair for the 
Presidency, placing his hand on the 
child’s head, said: 

“Son, I'm making a strange wish 
to you. I wish that you may never 
be President.” 

Roosevelt's college life was 
chiefly characterrtzea by his vigor- 
ous editorial direction of Harvard's 
famous crimson. 

Roosevelt criticised the college 
authorities for not providing fire 
protection for the school buildings 
and fire escapes for the students. 
When a professor suggested the 
prevalence of colds was due to the 
failure of students to wear over- 


shoes, Editor Roosevelt rejoined 
that “perhaps another reason is 
the failure of the university to 


place board walks on all the paths 
of the yard.” 

Often when meeting a reporter 
for the first time he will say “I’m 
a brother” and go on to explain his 
college editorship. 

After his college days at Harvard 
he went to_Columbia to study law. 
During his senior year he married 
Anna Eleanor, his sixth cousin. 
President Theodore Roosevelt gave 
the bride, his niece, in marriage. It 
was St. Patrick’s day, 1995. 

—T 3.” remarked to the bride 
and groom: 

“I am glad you are keeping the 
Roosevelt name in the family.” 

: His Physical Condition. 

What is Roosevelt's physical con- 
dition? Can he endure the rigors 
of a campaign and the presicency? 
Those questions are constantly 
coming up where there is discussion 
of the Democratic presidential 
nominee. The health of Mr. 
Roosevelt early entered the cam- 
paign of 1928 when he first ran for 
Governor. 

After stumping the State, speak- 
ing in every county and often talk- 
ing 12 times a day, the candidate 
remarked at a Madison Square Gar- 
den meeting, the last night of the 
campaign: “If I could campaign 
anotheg year I would throw away 
my cane.” — 

When the question of his health 
was mentioned in connection with 
his candidacy for the prcsidential 
nomination, Mrs. Roosevelt said: 

“If infantile paralysis couldn't 
kill him, the presidency would 
not.” 

Mr. Roosevelt today walks with 
the aid of crutches or canes. When 
in public he has a secretary or an 
escort, sometimes a friend or one 
of his sons, walk by his side, his 
arm in theirs. | 
Patiently Exercises. 

Patiently through the years he 
has taken the exercises prescri 
for victims of infantile paralysis. 
The chief effect of the disease is 
that-many muscles are retarded 
but not made useless. Exercises re- 
store them. Early this summer, 
after a trip to Warm Springs, Ga., 
where the Governor rests and takes 
the swimming exercises, Miss Alice 
Plastridge, a physio-terapist, who 
has been familiar with the Gover- 
nor’s case for eight years, said she 
was “surprised” that two Jeg mus- 
cles had been restored during the 
preceding six months.

The delegates plainly were <ired 
after a full week of whirling activ- 
ity. 

"Representative John McDuffie of 
Alabama, Garner's close persunal 
friend and Demod¢ratic whip of the 
p>House, was chosen to make the 
nominating speech for him. Mc- 
Duffie took his place on the plat- 
form soon after 1:30 p. m., but 
he had a long wait. 

Two overalled carpenters ap- 
peared on the speakers’ platform 
‘and hammered into place a specia! 
railing to aid Gov. Rooseveit to 


special preparations were the same 
as those which have been provided 
at many other public places for his 
convenience since he partly iost 
the vigor of his lower limbs.

Libel Ruling Affects ; 
_ Political Broadcasting. 


-LABORATE plans of stations 

throughout the country to han- 

dle political campaigning this 
fall may be seriously affected by a 
court decision in Nebraska. The 
Supreme Court of that State has 
ruled that broadcasting stations, 
like newspapers, may be held 
strictly accountable jointly with 
speakers for libelous statements 
made through their microphones, 
Unless that decision is broken down 
by the United States Supreme Court 
stations must exercise utmost cau- 
tion fo avoid libel suits.

The decision, which reversed a 
previous ruling by the trial court 
holding that stations were not so 
liable, places the broadcasters in a 
delicate legal position. Experienced 
radio attorneys in Washington, in- 
cluding counsel for the Federal 
Radio Commission, feel that the 
opinion is in conflict with the 


specific terms of the radio act of| 


1927, which prohibits.stations from 
censoring speeches by candidates 
for office but permits them to cen- 
sor addresses made by others. in 
behalf of candidates. The National 
Association of Broadcasters has de- 
cided to push the case through the 
United States Supreme Court for 
final adjudication. 


The Nebraska decision came in 
the case of Attorney-General C. A. 
Sorenson of Nebraska, against 
KFAB, Lincoln, and Richard F. 
Wood, @ Lincoln attorney, who ut- 
tered the alleged Jibelous statements 
over the station the day before the 
Republican senatorial primaries in 
that State in November, 1930. Sor- 
ensen sued for $100,000 and won a 
$1 verdict against Wood, while the 
jury absolved the station. 


Four major rulings by Chief Jus- 
tice Charles A. Goss of the Ne- 
braska Court were: 


“1. The Federal radio act con- 
fers no privilege to broadcasting 
stations to publish defamatory ut- 
terances. 

“2. When one writes libelous 
words concerning another and reads 
them before the microphone, with 
the consent of the owner of the 
broadcasting station and such own- 
er broadcasts those words, the 
reader and owner unite in the pub*<| edy 
lication of a.libel and may be 
joined as defendants in an action 
for damages. 

“3. Negligence of the owner of 
a broadcasting station or its em- 
ployes is not a defense in an action 
for damages for publishing a libe:

9,000,000-Mile Tire 
Test Run Conducted 
By Sears, Roebuck Co. 


Reveals Distance Per Dollar 
to Be Expected From 
Tires.in Service. 


“Dollar Distance,” a _ specific 
standard for gauging tire perform- 
ance, was introduced to the auto- 
mobile tire industry recently when 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. announced 
the completion of a 2,000,000 tire 
mile road test in Ohio and Ari- 
zona costing $100,000, in which 
Sears’ Allstate and Companion 
tires outscored all others tested. 

Irvin C. Devine, manager of the 
St. Louis Sears store, which has 
been participating with the entire 
Sears organization in celebration 
commemorating the fifth anniver- 
sary of the Allstate tire, today told 
the reason for Sears’ new meas- 
uring stick of tire value. 

“Sears’ tire department,” Devine 
said, “‘wanted to find the most 
Specific method of measurement 
possible by whieh we might tell 
the buyer clearly and exactly how 
much value he could expect for 
his money. We knew that car 
Owners were tired of generalities 
and claims not based on demon- 
strable facts. 

“We finally decided that a rat- 
ing based on dollar distance and 
giving the actual average mileage 
per dollar of tire’s cost, would be 
the most. practical and explicit 
Way to determine a tire’s net 
worth to its buyer. We couldn’t 
find any other method for gaug- 
ing a tire’s endurance qualities 
which would be so Satisfactory 
from the customer's viewpoint as 
that method which would tell him 
exactly what he wanted most to 
know, ‘How much mileage am I 
getting for my money in this tire?’ 

“Prof. Phil C. Huntly, widely 
known scientist and engineer of 
Armour Institute of Technology, 
supervised the tests in which more 
than 2,000,000 tire miles were 
rolled up in seven months by six 
cars manned day and night by two 
shifts of veteran drivers. 

“The 251 tireg tested >wtre pur- 
chased by Prof. Huntly through an 
outside agency to avoid the pos- 
sibility that uny company, includ- 
ing Sears, might supply a specially 
constructed tire.

This is the greatest achievement 
of my life.” ;

RELIEF. MEASURE 


Conferees and Sponsors 
Claim They Have Enough 


| 00,000 Bill.

WASHINGTON, July 2.—The 
conferees who worked out the com- 
promise $2,100,000,000 unemploy- 
ment relief, bill and its sponsors 
were confident of enough votes to 
pass it, but word came from high 
administration quarters on Capitol 
Hill today that it would be vetoed 
by President Hoover. 

The strong statement given out 
by the President a week a_ against 
an enlarged public works program 
had been interpreted as a_ veto 
threat, but conferees believed — they 
had altered the bill sufficiently to 
meet the President’s objections and 
that he would sign it. : 

In the Senate opposition to the 
measure centered around the the 
broadened lending powers proposed 
for the Reconstruction Corporation 
under a fund of $1,500,000,000. The 
Senate had strictly limited these 
loans to public institutions and to 
private corporations for self-liqui- 
dating projects of a public charac- 
ter. 

The Banking Committee which 
framed the Senate bill voted speci- 
fically to exclude private corpora- 
tions from the loans except for 
public projects and the Senate it- 
self placed a further limitation ex- 
cluding public utilities. 

What the ultimate effect of a 
Presidential veto would be, was. a 
matter of speculation. It was be- 
lieved likely that the President 
would propose a_ substitute bill 
with the public works program 
eliminated. 

Proponents of Federal relief 
were fearful, however, that if the 
President vetoed the pending bill 
Congress might adjourn before 
adequate aid for the jobless could 
be provided.

Jury Recommends Mercy for 
Man Who Faked Lindbergh 
Negotiations.

FLEMINGTON, N. J., July 2.— 
Sentence will be imposed July ii on 
John Hughes Curtis, Norfolk (Va.) 
boat builder, who was convicted 
by a jury this afternoon of ob- 
structing justice in the search for 
the kidnapers and murderers of 
the Lindbergh baby. 

The jury of seven men and five 
women was out about four hours. 
At the insistence of one juror, who 
for a long time held out for ac- 


quittal, the. verdict was accom- 
panied by a recommendation for 
mercy. The maximum penalty pos- 
sible is a sentence of three years 
in prison and a fine of $1000. 

Curtis, who conducted lengthy 
negotiations for return of the kid- 
naped baby, then confessed that 
all his negotiations were a hoax, 
and later still repudiated the con- 
fession, said nothing. He rushed 
from the court room and almost 
ran back to his cell. 

“It is a just verdict,” said the 
prosecution. 

“All that jury did,” said the 
defense, “was to decide that Col. 
Lindbergh is still the most popular 
man in the country.” 

The defense announced an ap- 
peal would be filed at once. It 
rested its case suddenly yesterday 
afternoon without putting Curtis 
on the witness stand. In a brief 
charge to the jury, Judge Adam 
O. Robbins said that Curtis’ fail- 
ure to testify in his 6wn defense 
“justifies the inference that he 
cannot deny the charge.”’ 

Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, at his 
home in Hopewell, was informed of 
the verdict by telephone. He had 
no public comment to make.

Boosted Debts of Every Kind 


‘Ratio of Indebtedness to Na- 
tional Wealth Almost Dou- 
bled in Brief Period—While 
Values Have Shrunk, Inter- 
est Payments in Dollars, at 
Average of $100 Per. Person, 
Keeps Up at Old Level.

WASHINGTON, July 2. 
STAGGERING debt burden aggregat- 
A» $1672 for every man, woman and 
child, if spread over the entire pop- 
ulation, was borne by the people of the Unit- 
6d States in the boom year 1929, imme- 
diately preceding the onrush of the depres- 
sion. 

This was disclosed in testimony before the 
Senate Committee on Banking and Currency 
a few days ago by two of the country’s lead- 
ing economists—Prof. Irving Fisher of Yale 
University and George Frederick ,Warren. 


University. 

Their figures, summing up the total debt 
in 1929 at $203,000,000,000, are believed to 
be as accurate as it is possible to make such 


mass of statistics coltected by Government | 
depariments and private sources. 

The significance of this colossal debt as a 
factor in the depression is seen from these 
facts and deductions: 

The debt was 56 per cent of the na- 
tional wealth. 

The ratio of debt to wealth had almost 
doubled since 1912 when it was 34 per 
cent. 

At an average rate of 6 per cent, in- 
terest charges on the debt of $203,000,- 
600,000 aMiounted to $12,180,000,000 a* 
year. 


Shrinkage in Wealth. 

The two economists estimated the national 
wealth in 1929 at $362.000,000,000. Im 1912 
it was $186,000,000,000. By 1922 it had 
grown to $321,000,000,000 and in that year 
debt was 42 per cent of wealth—an increase 
over 1912 but far less than the ratio of 1929. 
The depression has caused rapid shrinkage 
of national wealth, Prof. Warren testified. 
An estimate at this time would be a guess, he 
said, and if right today would be wrong to- 
morrow. He added that in his opinion if the 
physical properties of the country were sold 
today a return half that calculated on 1929 
prices would be considered fortunate. 
Obviously debts do not shrink in corre 
sponding degree, being fixed obligations in 
dollars, many for long terms. Consequently 
the burden of paying interest under depres- 
sion conditions becomes more acute and 
necessarily retards business recovery. 

The total of debt in 1929 was classified by 
the economists as follows:

Life insurance policy loans and premium 
notes, $2.000,000,000. 

Retail instalment paper; $3,000,000,000. 
Pawnbrokers’ and similar loans, $1,000,-

That is, public indebtedness totaled about 
$33,000,000,000 and private indebtedness, 
$170,000,000,000.

The witnesses did not estimate the aver- 
age ra@te of interest. For the public indebt- 
edness rates lower than 6 per cent generally 
prevailed, but for much of the private debt 
higher rates were in effect, being about 10 
per cent for the instalment paper, and 6% 
per cent for farm mortgages. On the whole, 
an average of 6 per cent probably is con- 
servative. 

The interest on the public debt comes from 
consumers in the form of taxes. Property 
owners and others pay it out of income. The 
vast public improvement programs of the va- 
rious governments were paid for chiefly by 
bond issues and ultimately by taxation of one 
form or another. 

Interest paid by corporations is a fixed 
charge included in the cost of doing business. 
Until the depression came it was reflected in 
prices charged* consumers which were con- 
tinually mounting. -Now competitive condi- 
tions make impossible a maintenance of prices 
which will provide in full for interest on 
loans incurred in prosperous times. The re-

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spite efforts made in some governmental 
quarters to restore such values—a factor to 
which some observers attribute retardation 
of recovery. 

Prof. Fisher attributed the proportional in- 
crease in debt to the war and speculation. 
The speculative craze of the last decade is 
well known and with it was an era of high 
pressure instalment selling and easy credit. 
Little thought was given to interest, the in- 
escapable accompaniment of debt. 


Inelastic Charges. 


The figures heretofore given, however, 
show how drastic was the toll taken by in- 
terest from earnings. Reduced to the in- 
dividual, interest charges amounted to prob- 
ably $100 a person. The average family, ac- 
cording to the 1930 census, contains 4.1 per- 
sons. At this rate the total of interest 
charges amounted to an average of $410 a 
family—some paying little or nothing and 
others paying it indirectly through taxes and 
prices. 

Here came into play the power of the fam- 
ily to contract or expand its consumption. 
Human wants are variable and consequently 
consumption is highly elastic. Even the 
amount of food consumed by an average 
wage-earning family will vary greatly with 
the amount of money ‘the family has avai!- 
able. Interest charges and instalments, usual- 
ly being secured, come ahead of free spend- 
ing money. They must be met first and 
what is left is stretched over for necessities 
and other wants. 

It is significant that in this era of mount- 
ing debt and interest charges agriculture suf- 


sumption of important farm products de- 
creased. A few years ago complaints were 
frequently heard from the clothing, shoe and 
food industries that they were suffering be- 


cause of the widespread buying of _automo-. 


biles on instalnients. In the period 1921 to 
1925 average annual per capita consumption 
of meais was 142.9 pounds and in 1929 it had 
dropped to 136.8 pounds. Wheat consumed 
in 1920 was five bushels per capita and in 
1929 4.5 bushels. 

Evils of Credit. 

The effect of debt on spending power was 
discussed by Lawrence Dennis in his new. 
book, “Is Capitalism Doomed?” a review of 
which was published in the Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch March 20. 

“Credit,” the writer said, “has been the 
salesman’s friend and the banker's racket. 
. » « Obviously a met increase in the ‘total 
amount of debt in a country will effect un- 
erringly an immediate and roughly equiv- 
alent degree of correction of deficient pur- 
chasing power. In the long run, however, 
and usually not a very long run, especially 
where interest rates are as high as they were 
during the late new era, the evils of 


bearers by fresh increases in debt.” 
The credit boom from 1920 toe. 1929 Te- 
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classified the increase as follows: $16,036,- 

000,000 in urban real estate mortgages, $37,- 
700,000,000 in corporate notes on bonds and 
public securities, $16,732,000,000 in com- 
mercial bank credits and $1,613,000,000 in 
farm mortgages. 

“The money lenders will practically own 
the country if prices continue to fall and 
debts are not wiped out by cancellation,” 
he prophesied. “The fact that most of our 
national wealth may be considered today as 
potentially belonging to the money lenders is 
highly significant because of the effects of 
the obligation to transfer so much money in 
interest payments, whether earned or not, 
from so many debtors to so few lenders... . 
Burdens of Interest. 

“It may be said that without instalment 
credit many a person could not have saved 
up enough to buy an automobile, even thouglr 
the instalment method makes him pay 10 per 
eent more in interest. The answer, quite sim- 
ple, is that he will be better off without a 
car and so will the army of merchants who 
depend on his trade. He will spend the 10 
per cent on other goods. 

“The tragedy of consumptive credit, as of 
public credit, is not non-payment, but inter- 
est payment.” 

Elsewhere in the book the author thus 
stated his view of the ultimate effeet of 
debt: 

*“The point is that borrowers who pay for 
wars, industrial mistakes, personal errors or 
a simple impatience to consume have their 
economic power weakened thereby. Business 
men who talk.reverently about the beauties 
of eredit and the sacredness of contracts 
should reflect that the debtors are a larger 
family than the lender family and that the 
borrowers are better spenders than the lend- 
ers. The champions of prosperity by infla- 
tion forget that the consumer and not the 
investor is the keystone of our trade struc- 
ture.” 


Referring only to “fixed debts’”—bonds 


and mortgages—Moody’s Investors Service|}.

Over-Optimism isan: 

‘Undoubtedly it would be bet- 
ter not to give rise to excessive 
hopes in regard to the forthcom- 
ing conference after the series of 
previous deceptions. We must 
not expect too much, and if an ex- 
ample can render anyone modest, 
it is that displayed by the experts 
who drafted the Young plan. They 
were assuredly the cleverest and 
most brilliant experts of the uni- 
verse—Owen D. Young; Franqui, 
Moreau, Dr. Schacht, Pireili and 
the others. They had concluded 
their minute estimate of figures 
and reasonings with this proph- 
esy: 

“If the governments adopt our 
conclusions and the nationa con- 
form to them, then an unprecedent- 
ed era of prosperity will begin for 
the whole of humanity.” 

They had scarcely written this 
final phrase, and the Govern- 
ments had hardly put their re- 
port into practice, when there be- 
gan for the whole of humanity’ 
this. unprecedented impoverish- 
ment. 

Such an experience, which dates 
only from three years ago, should 
urge us all, statesmen and ex- 
perts, to adopt the most cautious 
reserve in the preparations for 
the new international conference 
in London. 

It may be admitted, however, 
that the European Powers at 
Lausanne will finish by coming to 
some -practical agreement on the 
basis of an acceptable settlement 
of reparations which, by virtae of 
the Hoover-Laval agreement of 
Oct. 25, 1931, may serve to pre- 
face the European solution of in- 
ter-allied debts. 

The London conference could 
well cut out of its program this 
thorny survival of the last World 
War. But how could the same be 
done with regard to the necessary 
revision of tariff duties throug

alism. 

Now this conflict assumes its 
most acute, most infectious form 
In tariffs. The nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries resuscitated 
and sanctified nations, and it was 
no doubt very fine, but the na- 
tions created several tens of thou- 
sands of miles of additional cus- 
toms, and this was much less than 
fine. 

An exaggerated protectionism 
has thus gone against the. effects 
of an uncontrolied international- 
ism, with results everywhere of 
tariff wars and quotas, rise in the 
cost of production, falis in pur- 
chases, paralysis in means of ex- 
change and transport, the closing 
down of markets, the collapse of 
credit, unemployment, workers 
slowing down and finally, the 
gradual death of industry and 
commerce. 

One Cause Only. 

Now this slow death of human 
activity everywhere has brought 
about a fall in receipts for. all 
budgets in the world. That is 
what is the principal, the moral 
cause of the enormous deficits in 
budgets which have paralyzed Fi- 
nance Ministers of every state, be 
it European, American, African or 
even Oceanic, for in all these 
states, the cause is the same. 

The fall in the returns of di- 
rect and indirect taxation, the fall 
of the turnover of commercial and 
industrial profits, the fall in taxes 
on shares, the fall in revenue 
from landed property and monop- 
olies—with the expenses on social 
services and national defense in- 
creasing, the revenue mecéssary 
for the expenses decreasing in- 
versely—all these follow one ad 
other.

recent years. As a lawyer, as a prosecu- 
tor, as foremost teacher in the Harvard 
Law School, as an internationally known 
‘writer of accepted authority in his,sub- 
ject, Prof. Frankfurter is admirably fitted 
for the post to which Gov. Ely has had 
‘the vision to appoint him. 

_ Not.a first-rate argument has been ad- 
vanced by the opposition. Leading the 
protest is former Gov, Fuller, who vin- 
dictively harks. back to the Sacco-Van- 
‘getti case, recalling that Prof. Frankfur- 
ter urged a new trial for the defendants. 
Assuredly there was no harm in that. 
As an expert lawyer, Prof. Frankfurter 
felt that the process of the -courts had 
not functioned as it should. ~Not once 
did he declare the two men innocent. All 
he asked was that they be proved guilty. 

To reject him would be to sound warn- 
ing in Massachusétts that no sponsor Of 
an unpopular cause in the law can be 
‘made a member of its Supreme Court. 
.The State of Samuel Adams and James 
Otis, of Lexington and Concord, of the 
Boston Massacre and Faneuil Hall, can- 
not afford to do that.

' geal.” I'll explain. That was the name 
given to the ladies and gentlemen of lét- 
ters who, haviag written a best seller, or, 
fér One reason or other, made the front 
page, were employed to watch the assem- 
bled pdliticians and tell what they saw. 
Their observations used to be featured as 
exceptional stuff, and now and then it 
was pretty good, though the subscriber 
who wanted to know what was done and 
who did it had to depend on the good old 
' deck hands, namely, the political report- 

ers, whose business it is to know their 
business and who do know it. 

I assume the depression accounts 
“largely for the passing of the “trained 
geal,” fOr economy is now a universal 
practice, and if that guess is corréct, let 
us pin a flower on John J. Depression’s 


_ orchid, not even a-rose; just a little vio- 
,, let, say, By way of modest acknowledge- 
“ment. For most of the “trained seals” 
_ ‘were terrible. The efforts of the profes- 
' gional humorists were uprodriously sad, 
while the struggles of the character de- 
lineators to splash their Freudian colors 
moved the generous of heart to tears. 
Well, the “trained seal” no longer flips 
his fin in the pools of diurnal print, and 
, that, egad! is progress. ' 
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faith in Christianity while pursuing a course of con- 
duct which was the negation of Christian ethics. 
They have praised peace and practicéd war; lauded 
thrift and promoted luxury. So, too, has our na- 
tional administration fostered a growing collectivism 
While steddfastly professing its belief in the benefits 
of an unlimited individualism. 

Rugged individualism, indeed, was the watchword 
ef the Republican campaign in 1928. “Individual en- 
terprise and initiative,” declared the party’s candi- 
date for the presidency, “is the glory of America and 
the root of its preeminence.” Economic life he en- 
visaged as a race in which the winner was the one 
who “shows the most conscientious training, the 
greatest ability, the strongest character.” He spoke 
of “the American system” in which “we train the 
runners and give them an equal start,” the Govern- 
ment merely being “the umpire of its fairness.” The 
Government, he asserted, “should not engage in busi- 
ness in competition with its citizens.” It should 
“avoid regulation,” for “we build our society on the 
attainment of the individual.” 

Individualism thus became the official religion. It 
was the cure for all human ills; the means by which 
society was to gain admittance to the paradise of per- 
petual prosperity. Nor has the faith ever been for- 
mally renouncéd. It is still the political orthodoxy. 
But one searches in vain to find an instance where 
it has been applied in political practice. In profession, 
the administration continues individualistic; in prac 
tice, it has grown increasingly collectivist. 

It has increased Federal subsidies to local govern- 
ments for the development of highways and water- 
ways. It has subsidized airplane development 
through costly mail contracts, ocean shipping 
through construction loans made at low rates of in- 
terést. It has extended aid to local county health 
units through the United States Public Health Ser- 
vice. It has granted a moratorium for foreign debt- 
ors, distributed billions in bonuses to war veterans 
and has finally come to the point of lending $300,- 
000,000 to state and local governments for the relief 
of the unemployed. 

While denouncing the entrance of government into 
business, it has been constructing, at Hoover Dam, 
the largest power and irrigation project on the conti- 
nent. At the same time, it has been spending $500,- 
000,000 of the taxpayers’ money in buying and selling 
agricultural products in a futile effort to increase: 
their prices. While professedly abhorring government 
regulation, it has established a Federal Radio Com- 
mission to regulate the ether. It has created a Timber 
Conservation Board and.an Oil Conservation Board 
to control the exploitation of these natural resources. 

It has required interstate traders in perishable ag- 


ricultural products to obtain licenses from the De-

partment of Agriculture. It has urged the consolide- 
tion of the railroads. And in its 1932 platform the 
Republican party calls for “more stringent supervi- 


sion” of the banking system, regulation of banking} 


affiliates and authorization for the Federal Power 
Commission to “regulate the charges for eléctri¢ cur- 
rent when transmitted across state lines.” 

It was the administration which had sung hymns 
of praise to “the American system of individual initi- 
ative” which proceedéd, in the Hawley-Smoot Tariff 
Act of 1930, to distribute Government favors on a 
grand scale to the special interests which had sup- 
ported it in the,campaign, ; 

It remained only for the bysiness depression to re- 
move the last traces of a much vaunted individual- 
ism. The President, who asserted that free tnitiative 
and private enterprise would solve all problems, 
dared mot trust them to solve the problems of de- 
pression. Business leaders were summoned to the 
White House and importuned to maintain wage rates 


‘and proceed with their construction programs. The 


capital of the Federal Land Bank system. was fn- 
creased by another $125,000,000. The administration 
initiated the formation of a National Credit Corpora- 
tion. When this proved aboftive, it set up the Re 
construction Finance Corporation, with a capital of 
two billion dollars of public money, to make loans to 
banks, railroads, agriculture and. other businesses. 
This it supplemented with the Glass-Stéagall bill, 
calling the resources of the Federal Reserve System 
to the further support of the financial market. Now 
it demands the enactment of a measure which would 
create a system of home loan banks to rediscount 
residential mortgages. And it supports the extension 
of another $1,500,000,000 to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation to be lent to public and private 
agencies to finance new construction. 7 

It igs not our purpose to condemn these measures. 
Some of them ‘we heartily approve. Others we re- 
gard as of duBious wisdom. Still others, such as the 
tariff act of 1980, we believe to be positively perny 
cious. But we do insist that there is not an item in 
this record, be it good or bad, which conforms to the 
Philosophy of individualism. Each problem )as it 
arises is met, not by trusting blindly to private initi- 
ative, but by calling in some way upon the power 
and resources of the state. In our complex civiliza- 
tion, men must solve their common problr »s by col- 
lective action. There is no alternative. In such a situ- 
ation, talk about individualism is empty prattle. 

In our day the issue ig. not an issue between in- 
dividualism and collectivism; between laissez-faire 
and regulation. It is an issue between a plagless col- 
lectivism and a planned collectivism; betWéen regu- 
lation in the interest of privileged minorities and 
regulation in the common interest. The Republican 
party is not the party of individualism. It is the party 
of planless collectivism; of regulation in the interest 
of ‘privilege. Rugged individualism is dead. May 
it rest im peace. 


The vigorous and persistent popular propaganda 
for monetary inflation which-is now current:is based, 
of coursé, upon’.the assumption that an increase in 
the quantity of money in circulation would automat- 
ically raise the: price level and thereby stimulate 
business activity. | 

Proponents of such action would do well to exam- 
ine the latest report of the Federal Reserve Board on 
money in circulation. On June 1, 1932, our circulat- 
ing media totaled $5,467,000,000. This should be com- 
pared with the amount in circulation at the height 
of prosperity, which was recorded on June 1, 1929, 
at $4,730,000,000. In three years we have increased 
our circulating media by more than three-quarters 
of a billion. Yet, during the same period, the whole 
sale commodity price index has fallen more than a 
third, from 95.6 on June 1, 1929, to 60.2 on the first 
of last ‘month. 

Federal Reserve notes outstanding have increased 
from a total of $1,500,000,000 a year ago to $2,500,- 
000,000 at the present time, yet business during the 
year has gone from bad to worse. These figures, 
which have doubtless escaped the attention of the 
propagandists for inflation, make the assumption that 
prosperity is to be recovered by the simple device 
of starting the printing presses look rather foolish. 

It is credit, rather than money, which is the medi- 
um through which 90 per cent of our business is car- 
ried on. And it is in the contraction of credit that 
we are to find the major sources of our difficulty. 
Bank debits three years ago amounted to $17,677,- 
000,000. By June 1, 1932, they had fallen to $5,154,- 
000,000, a contraction of more than two-thirds. By 
none of the inflationary measures which have been 
advocated could we safely substitute paper money for 
the $12,500,000,000 of deposit currency which we

must be revived, not money. 

“Credit cannot be manufactured oyt of thin air. 
‘This is a fact which has been thoroughly demonstrat- 
ed by the experience of the past few months. We 
have seen a succession of experiments which have 
been based upon the theory that we could restore 
business by making banking assets liquid and credit 
easy. One by one they have failed to work the magic 
which was claimed for them. 

The Glass-Steagall bill followed the Reconstruction 
Finance bill which followed the abortive National 
Credit Corporation plan. And business slumbered 
on. Then the Feder Reserve Banks embarked upon 
a bold plan of open-‘Market buying. On April 1 they 
owned $900,000,000 worth of Government bonds. By 
June 1 they had increased their holdings to $1,6465,- 
000,000. This deliberately expansionist program is 
without precedent in the history of the system. It 
has sibstantially eased the banking situation. . The 
banks are liquid. They are loaded down with idle re- 
serves. Credit is cheap. But there are no borrowers. 
As yet, the effect upon prices, trade and employment 
is nil. . 

Money and credit do not create business. They 
are created by business. Crédit will expand rapidly 
enough when business men begin to borrow. Busi- 
ness will borrow as soon as it sees prospects of a 
profitable market, no sooner. At the moment, an in- 
sanely selfish economic isolationism has robbed 
American business of such a market. Tariff reduc. 
tion and debt cancellation would do far more to re- 
vive our industry than can all the devices of Mmone- 
tary inflation and credit stimulation. But toward 
these obvious measures the administration at Wash- 
ington evinces a bittér hostility. Until this- attitude 
is reversed, we can hope for nothing better than a

MADISON, Wis” July 2—The 


order of the Public Service Com- 
mission of Wisconsin for a 12% per 
cent reduction in the rates 
telephone service in the 102 com- 
munities servel by the Wisconsin 
Telephone Co., was made public 
today. The order will result in a 
saving 
subscribers of $1,550,000 during the 
coming year. 

The 12% per cent reduction in 
rates means a saving to Milwaukee 
aléne, in the sum of. $849,074.29. 
Madison subscribers from whom 
the Telephone Co, sought a 25 per 
cent increase a year ago will save 
$92,347.78 during the next 12 
months as a result of the reduction. 

The state-wide investigation, 
which will be continued on Aug. 
1, was instituted on motion of 
the commission by order dated 
July 29, 1931, and followed hear- 
ings upon the company’s applica- 
tion for an increase in rates at 
Madison. It is expected that it 
will take at least another year. be- 
fore the commission completes the 
State-wide investigation and issues 
a permanent order. The order is- 
sued today is temporary, pending 
completion of the case and is 
based upon the record thus far. 

Wording of Order. 5 

In the order directing the 12% 
per cent reduction, the commission 
says in part: 

“Our investigation, though in- 
complete, thus far shows clearly 
that even on the present record ex- 
isting rates are unreasonable and 
excessive, and that substantial re- 
ductions therefrom would un- 
doubtedly be necessary at the com- 
pletion of the investigation (unless 
in the meantime conditiong so 
change as to require a revision of 
our judgment). Temporary relief 
pending the completion of the in- 
vestigation is justifie& by the facts 
thus far developed, and we so find. 

“It would be a travesty on the 
processes, of regulation if, because 
the investigation is yet incomplete, 
we would defer the reduction of 
rates, when clear and convincing 
proof is in our hands requiring such 
reduction. Excessive rates paid in 
the meantime by subscribers could 
never be recovered by them, and in 
a time when the income of consum- 
ers has shrunk 80 drastically such 
a result would be intolerable. If we 
had any doubts of our duty to en- 
ter this interlocutory order, the dif- 
ficu]Jt economic conditions in which 
consumers and business generally 
find themselves would resolve those 


doubts; but we have no such 
doubts. Temporary interlocutory 
orders by administrative bodies 


have been common, are authorized 
by our statute, and approved by our 
Court, the courts of many states, 
and the Supreme Court of the Unit- 
ed States.” i 

' Purchasing Power of Dollar. 
An argument advanced by the 
commisson in support of its order 
reducing the telephone company’s 
rates 12% per cent is to the effect 
that the purchasing power of the 
dollar has increased. The order 
says: 

“Since 1929 the dollar has _ in- 
creased markedly in purchasing 
power. A dollar today, according 
to the facts produced by Dr. F. C. 
Mills in this record, will buy 49.9 
per cent more in wholesale markets 
than it would in 1929, 53.1 per cent 
more in retail food markets, 33.5 
per cent more when tested by a 
very large number of commodities 
gathered by the statistician of the 
Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York. 

“In other words, when a sub- 
scriber pays $5 a. month to the

“The increase in the purchasing 
power of money supports our find- 
ings relating to the value of serv- 
ice and to fair return, but is con- 
sidered of such importance that it 
is discussed as a separate topic.” 

That “‘the rates we have ordered 
into effect for exchange service will 
pay all reasonable operating ex- 
penses attributable to the local ex- 
change business, will cover an ade- 
quate provision for depreciation, 
taxes, and all interest costs, divi- 
dends on preferred stock attributa- 
ble to the local portion of ex- 
change property, and then, over 
jand above all these charges will 
provide a return on the investment 
in the exchange property which, 
when expressed in the language 
used in attracting capital to the 
Bell System, including the Wiscon- 
sin Telephone Co., is equal to 6 
per cent on the common stock; and 
in addition thereto provides a 
‘cushion’ of some $300,000,"" the 
commission says. 

Such Return “Tdiberal.” 

“Such a return,” the order says, 
“in an economic crisis of the grav- 
est proportions, we find to be rea- 
sonable and indeed liberal. In 
reaching the conclusion that this 
return is fair, we have been guided 
by the authoritative standards of 
fair return laid down by the de- 
cisions of the United States Su- 
preme Court.” 

The order further states: 

“When business generally is at 
as low an ebb of activity and prof- 
itableness as it is at this hour— 
perhaps lower than at any other 
time in the history of modern in- 
dustry and finance—it is inevita- 
ble that the Telephone Co. (deriv- 
ing its revenues from this harassed 
business and the community de- 
pendent upon business) must be 
content with a more moderate re- 
turn than is its due in times of 
normal or more nearly normal 
business conditions. During the 
course of the hearings, the Tele- 
phone Co. moved to strike out all 
of the testimony relating to gen- 
eral business conditions upon the 
ground that it was irrelevant and 
immaterial to the issues in this 
proceeding.” 

Monopoly of a Necessity. 

The order then quotes a ruling 
by the commission made during a 
recent hearing denying the motion 
of the Telephone Co. to strike out 
the economic testimony. 

“That language we now reaf- 
firm,”’. the order continues. “A 
business enterprise enjoying a com- 
plete monopoly, not harassed by 
competition, rendering a service 
which has become an absolute ne- 
cessity of business and social inter- 
course, surely has no statutory or 
constitutional right to a return in 
this time of general business ca- 
tastrophe such as it enjoyed when 
the business community from 
which it derives its revenues was 
operating successfully. 

“This is not the first time that 
economic conditions affecting an 
entire community have been held 
to require a particular class of in- 
vestors to throw in their lot with 
the rest of the community and to 
forego part of the pecuniary advan- 
tage which their superior econom- 
ic or legal privilege might empow- 
er themi to exact.”

Gov. Caulfield Gets St. Louis’ Re- 
quest for Federal Aid. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 2.— 
Gov. Caulfield today received a 
resolution adopted by the Board of 
Aldermen in St. Louls asking him 
to apply for a $2,000,000 relief loan 
from Federal funds when they be- 
come available. ‘ 

The Governor made public the 
resolution with no comment ex- 
cept that he would confer Tues- 
day with the secretary of Kansas 
City charity fund regarding the 
need for relief there. He was in- 
formed recently that from $200,- 
.000 to $300;000 was necessary to 
meet “desperately urgent needs” 
in Kansas City. 

The resolution from St. Louis 
said not less than $300,000 a 
month would be necessary to meet

The Pickwick had Henry E. Dixey, later one of the most famous 
comedians of the light opera stage, for its stage manager. The busi- 
ness manager of the theater was George McManus, long treasurer of 
the old Grand Opera House here and father of George McManus, the 
cartoonist and creator of ‘“‘Bringing Up Father.”

HE musical director was Richard Maddern, also musical director 


T«« the Grand Opera House and uncle of the then budding genius 
Minnie Maddern, who later was to become the wife of Harrison 
Fiske, editor of the Dramatic Mirror, and as the late Minnie Mad- 
dern Fiske was to achieve the foremost place on the American stage 
of her time. The principal comedian at the Pickwick was Mark 
Smith, who in those days occupied a position in the theater of Ameri- 
ca as an unrivaled fun-maker not unlike that which DeWolf Hopper 
was later to assume.

How They Affect - 


A stabilization of demand and 
rents for business space in suburb- 
an shopping centers is one of the 
most apparent effects on real es- 
tate of the chain store method of 


distribution, according to Albert H. 
Merrill, Cincinnati, president of the 
National Chain Store Association, 
addressing the National Assocta- 
tion of Real Estate Boards at its 
twenty-fifth annual convention heid 
in Cincinnati last week. 

“In its very nature the chain 
must have those retail locations 
which people visit most frequent- 
ly.” he said. “This tends to con- 
centrate available chain store loca- 
tions on particular squares. It tends 
to increase concentratiun of avail- 
able retail property, with a conse- 
quent competition for. desirable lo- 
cations. Competition in buying, 
renting in this case, tends to main- 
tain values, just as competition in 
‘selling tends to lower values. 

“Of the four fundamentals for 
successful chain store operation 
proper location of the store is of 
primary importance. “However well 
customer demand may be gauged, 
however closely inventories be kept 
down, however attractive the store 
fittings or excellent the personnel, 
if the location of the store is not 
correct that particular unit will not 
be successful. 

“The proper location for a chain 
today, whether it be grocery, nov- 
elty or department store chain, is 
in one of the following places: The 
best shopping square in the heart 
of the city. the best shopping square 
in a suburban center, the right side 
of a highway between the center 
of a city and its most prosperous 


suburbs, Grocery chains increas- 
ingly are located in high rent dis- 
tricts, either in the center of the 
city or in the best block of a sub- 
urban shopping district. The neigh- 
borhood store, that is, the smal! 
store on the side street, still se-ves 
its purpose .in the grocery trade, 
but the grocery chain that confines 
itself exclusively to such locations 
will find it difficult going in the 
next 10 years.” 

Morrill asserted that in times 
like these percentage leases, where 
the tenant is a chain company, 
were of advantage both to the 
landlord and the retail store mak- 
ing the lease. 

“With satisfaction to his tenant 
and profit to himself the landlord 
can agree .to accept as rental a 
percentage of sales, with or with- 
out the minimum and maximum 
rental,” he said. 

“The most desirable tenure .of 
lease, in our opinion, is for one or 
two years, with three to four an- 
nual renewals. In the variety or 
department or shoe store chain 
and others of similar nature, longer 
leases are a necessity. It would 
seem advisable today in making 
chain store leases to have the own- 


er bear as large a part of the 
leasehold improvements as pos- 
sible. 


“Employment figures of chain 
stores today show very little shrink- 
age from their totals at the time 
of the country’s greatest prosperity. 
Their retail outlets have even in- 
creased since 1929. Total sales 
volume of chain stores now aggre- 
gates more than ten billion dollars 
a year. Food. chains alone have a 
volume of over three billions.”

Cincinnati C. of C. Officer 
Tells Realty Men About 
New Problem. 


The economic growth of a city 
cannot safely be left to chance. 
Under present conditions cities 
which neglect to build for them- 
selves a balance in their industrial 
and commercial structure must ex- 
pect to lose as compared with cities 
which consciously and intelligent- 
ly establish such a balance. 

So said R. W. Nelson, executive 
vice president of the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce, addressing 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards in its annual con- 
vention held in Cincinnati, O. Nel- 
son’s address was given before the 
Industrial Property Division of the 
association and preceded a half- 
day tour by the division of Cin- 
cinnati’s chief industrial districts. 

“The present period of readjust- 
ment,” Nelson said, “has brought 
the American city face to face with 
the fact that its activities are en- 
tirely out of balance as regards 
its needs. 

“One thing is absoltitely essential 
in maintaining commercial and in- 
dustrial balance. Primary pay- 
roll must be sufficient to ade- 
quately support the secondary pay- 
roll on a plane sufficient for the 
community's needs. If this condi- 
tion is not maintained, then com- 
mercial properties will inevitably 
decline in value, and, necessarily, 
residential properti also. By 
primary payroll we have reference 
to the wages paid in the basic 
activities of the community, the 
sources of which are derived from 
trade with other area’. Secondary 
payroll is the wages paid in the re- 
tail establishments, laundries, utili- 
ties and other strictly commercial 
and service activities incident to 
and making up the existence of the 
community. . 

“Because of lack of funds some 
of the communities today most 
needing primary payroll to stabilize 
the secondary payroll created by a 
more rapidly growing commercial 
structure than their industrial 
foundation will permit, in the face 
of the times, have given up all 
activities for studying and direct- 
ing industrial growth, and again 
are trusting the economic balance 
of their communities to fickle 
chance. Cities that adopt this at- 
titude of laissez faire will have dif- 
ficulty in maintaining, even status 
quo, their position in the economic 
world during the next decade. 

“However, that community which 
carefully analyzes its own position 
from time to.time, and’ deliberate- 
ly sets up an agency to make a 
conscientious endeavor to

HOW ‘FLOOR SESSIONS’ 


H. A. O’Rourke Explains St. 
Louis Practice at National 
Meeting. 


How St. Louis real estate brok- 
ers, through the weekly “floor 
sessions” of the St. Louis Real Es- 
tate Exchange, are increasing the 
number of their sales and ex- 
exchanging -and aiding the finan- 
cing of real estate transactions, 


was told by H. A. O’Rourke of St. 
Louis at the annual convention of 
the National Association of Real 
Estate Boards in Cincinnati last 
week. O'Rourke is chairman of 
the brokers’ division of the local 
exchange, under which the floor 
sessions are held. He spoke at 
the openiug meeting of the brok- 


exchange, each Friday afternoon,” 
O’Rourke said, “we start out by 
having each man present stand up, 
introduce himself and the firm he 
represents, and recite his offering 
for sale; we ask him to announce 
his offering as if he were speaking 
to a prospective client, briefly de- 
scribing the property—just touch- 
ing the high spots. The members 
are. supplied with . scratch pads 
and requested that in the event 
some offering is of interest to 
them they make a notation of it, 
and afterthe meeting adjourns se¢ 
the submitting brok for a de- 
tailed description. The brokers are 
not permitted to ask questions of 
the man submitting a property 
until after the meeting. All of the 
subniissions at the meeting are 
mimographed by the clerical force 
of the exchange and mailed to the 
members of the Brokers’ Division, 
these are only the submissions 
made personally at the meeting 
and do not include submissions 
which are mailed in. 

“After each man at the meeting 
submits his offering for sale, each 
one is then permitted to offer two 
pieces of property for exchange, 
giving a brief description of them 
and stating what they will ex- 
change for. After the calling off 


fof the exchanges, then the brokers 


who want some sort of property 
are permitted to present their 
wants jn their regular turn. The 


last submissions are for deeds of 
trust or mortgages for sale or 
wanted. 


“If there are. any results, such 
as sales or exchanges consummat- 
ed, that the Brokers’ Division floor 
sessions were directly responsible 
for, they are reported at the meet- 


ing. 


“The members of the Brokers’ 
Division were told that the object 
of the floor sessions was to make 
deals, and if they persisted in sub- 
mitting property which they knew 
was priced too high or undesirable, 
they would make it impossible for 
the floor sessions to function. We 
have practically eliminated al] of 
the undesirable submissions. We 
believe the floor sessions helped the 
real estate man to get his listings 
at the proper price and also to get 
the owner to put the property in 
good condition and make it more 
attractive to sell. Rubbing elbows 
with fellow realtors at the floor 
session meetings, getting together 
often, learning to call one another 
by first names made the St. Louis 
real estate men who are members 
of the Brikers’ Division friendly 
and willing to work with one an- 
other. 

“The exchange business in St. 
Louis is about $0 per cent of our 
business at this time.”

CHICAGO. 

HE power of Sam- 
uel Insull is broken. 
His world lies in 
ruins. Personal] and 
public prestige is 
destroyed. The 
great tower of fi- 
nance that he built 
slowly erumbles, 
the wreckage to be 
salvaged by another man. Money, pow- 
er, position all gone. It is difficult to 
realize what that means in the case of 
Samuel Insull. For four years ago he 
was the City of Chicago. It was in the 
hollow of his hand. He could have 
anything that he wanted, anything. He 
could drive out along fabulous Michi- 
gan avenue at night, and, seeing the 
great sky signs and the looming light 
skyscrapers, say: It is mine. I have 
done this. I have created this. 

Both the friends and the enemies of 
Samuel Insull agree that the will to 
personal power is the answer to the 
riddle of his life. The insatiable will 
to power grew and grew until it be- 
came almost a mania. It explained his 
vast achievement. And in tMis same 
will to power lay the fatal flaw that 
caused his downfall. He dominated 
everything that he undertook. He was 
an autocrat. He raised men to dizzy 
heights, but he demanded from them 
always implicit consideration for his 
wishes. 

Critics of American capitalism have 
cited the Insull collapse as illustrating, 
even more than the Kreuger debacle, 
the danger to society of such individ- 
ual concentration of power—power 
that paralyzes the wills and the minds 
of those who come under its domina- 
tion. Kreuger, it now seems fairly 
well established, was suffering from a 
disease that was gradually undermin- 
ing his brain. No one questions that 
Insull’s shrewd mental faculties are as 
keen as they were in 1920. And yet 
he could not save himself. And he 
could not save those thousands upon 
thousands of investors who have lost 
with him. Those small investors who 
put their small savings in the keeping 
of this man whose power was appar- 
ently impregnable. 

Whether Insull’s entire personal for- 
tune is gone is a matter of speculation 
on La Salle street. There are the usu- 
al rumors to the effect that he has 
cached for himself a small portion of 
his once great wealth. Those who have 
been most closely associated with him 
for the past few years deny that this 
is so. As one of his lieutenants, a man 
who declined to permit the use of his 
namo, said: “Other people could make 
mistakes, but the boss never believed 
that he could male 2 mistake, or at 
any rate not a major mistake.’ When 
his power was menaced, it is said, In- 
sull taked everything that he owned 
to save it and then, when the crash 
came, it’ was too late to pull out any 
part of his personal stake. 


The story, in its earlier phases, has’ 


all the simple virtues of a Horatio 
Alger novel. Insull was born near

in Berkshire 

County, En- 

gland, on WNo- 

vember 11, 1859. 

His parents were 

poor. They could af- 

ford to pay his tuition 

at the schools of the time 

only until he was 14. Then 

he began to study shorthand and typ- 
ing. He got one job and after a few 
months was fired from it because his 
employers could get a cheaper stenog- 
rapher. The same week he answered 
a blind advertisement and got a posi- 
tion as secretary to E. H. Johnson, 
who was thén the London agent for 
Thomas Edison. Once Johnson 
wrote to Edison in America: 

“If you are ever in need of 

a secretary, I have a good 

man for you here who is 

taking this dictation.’ 

Later when Johnson 

was in the United 

States in conference 

with Edison, young 

Insull sent over 

weekly reports on 

conditions in Lon- 

don. Edison read 

them and admired 

the incisive directness 

of his associate's sec- 

retary.

eaid: “Well, you better go and get 
some sleep now, because I'll want you 
at 6 o’clock in the morning.” 


HERE could have been no 
more drastic schooling for this 
intensely atmhbitious young man 

of 20. He wgs with Edison for 
11 years, his role that of finan- 
cial secretary. During that time he 
took part in the financing and 
management of the Electric Tubing 
Company, the Edison Machine Works, 
and, later, the Edison General Electric 
Company, which was subsequently to 
become the General Electric Company. 
More and more Edison came to rely on 
Insull's financial judgment. On at least 
one occasion it was Insull’s dogged de- 
termination that pulled Edison out of 
a bad financial hole. Much later, when 
Insull was at the peak of his power, 
Edison was to say: ‘‘Insull is one of 
the greatest business men in the Unit- 
ed States and as tireless as the tides.”’ 
The association with Edison came to 
an end: when Insull was made a vice- 
president, in charge of management, 
of the newly formed General Electric 
Company. But advancement was not 
rapid enough. Insull saw that he might

years, merely a useful hired hand. And 
Insull, now 31, was dreaming of pow- 
er far beyond such a modest office. 

He appealed to Edison. He said, in 
effect, I've worked for you long and 
hard and now I wish you would help 
me to a greater opportunity. In an- 
swer Edison took the young man to 
Chicago in 1892, and through his in- 
fluence with a group of Chicago bank- 
ers secured for Insull the presidency 
of the Commonwealth Edison Com- 
pany. This was ene of five companies 
that then supplied Chicago with elec- 
tricity. Scarcely had he taken hold 
before he began to plan unification. of 
these five companies. It was not until 
1907 that this first big-Insull merger 
was finally completed. The Common- 
wealth Edison Company was the sole 
producer and distributor of electricity 
in Chicago. 

This first large-scale consolidation 
fixed the pattern. It was done with 
the ruthless, driving force that has 
characterized all the later Insull ma- 
neuvers. It was the one thing that he 
wanted, and he started after it with 
all the vigor of his very forceful per- 
sonality. In Chicago there were ex- 
cellent precedents for the technique of 
consolidation that Insull developed— 
the career, for example, of the hard-

From that time on the Garbo 
legend has grown apace and 
every move of fhe star has, 
whether intentionally or not, 
served to augment the mystery in 
one way or another. Matters 
have come to such a pass now 
that the mystery hunters find 
their mystery where none actual- 
ly exists and refuse to be dis- 
illusioned. It was inevitable, of 
course, that in eight years of res- 
idence in the California movie 
colony many people would get 
fairly well acquainted with Miss 
Garbo—-even though she did live 
alone in a big house for out at 
Santa Monica—and relate their 
impressions of her. 


OST of these, it appears, 
LY found very little 

about her that is mys- 
terious. They have found her, 
outwardly, at least, quite an or- 
dinary young woman, a bit shy, 
a bit stubborn, a bit self-con- 
scious, who is so free from any 
suggestion of the excessive, the 
glamorous or the exciting that 
she might pass along a street a 
hundred times without attracting 
any particular notice unless she 
desired it. The strangest thing 
about it all, they point out, and 
a circumgtance that appeals 
strongly to her sense of humor, 
is that she has not lifted a finger 
to create the mysterious quality 
that is popularly supposed to em- 
anate from her every gesture. 

Those who know Miss Garbo 
best lean to the view that her 
uncommunicativeness and aver 
sion to press agents is not 
studied strategy, but is the re- 
sult of her self-consciousness and 
her feeling of being alone in a 
strange land. She has felt that 
way, they point out, ever since 
Mauritz Stiller was removed as 
her director. 

The eminent Swedish director, 
who discovered her in a Stock- 
holm dramatic school and gave 
her her first real screen oppor- 
tunities in her home land, is said 
to have taken great pains to cul- 
tivate her reliance upon him and 
to have warned her when he 
brought her to this country that 
everyone would try to exploit 
her. In her first American pic- 
ture, ‘‘The Torrent,’’ she was directed 
by Monta Bell. In her second, ‘‘The 
Temptress,’ she started under Stiller, 
but when his ideas of art were found 
to be in conflict with American busi- 
ness methods he was removed and re- 
placed by Fred Niblo. Miss Garbo was 
completely lost for a time, and took 
refuge in the stubborn, independent 
attitude she has maintained ever since. 

Her independence, and not her mys- 
tery, is a matter of legend around the 
studios. She has always made the con- 
tracts; not the producers. They 
couldn't afford to lose the biggest 
drawing card in moviedom, and Greta 
knew it. So she told them how and 
under what conditions she would work, 
and they signed on the dotted line. 

Her self-consciousness has been at- 


tributed to the fact that American 
stars are rather petite. Garbo is 
broad-shouldered, flat-chested, long- 


legged, inclined to be raw-boned, and 
she has large feet for a woman. It is 
said she keeps her feet hidden in the 
i (ms. 

Whatever the reason for it, her 
het shyness is not one of the many 
Garbo myths. Her visit to New York 
a few months ago, presumably for a 
holiday rest, turned out to be a literal 
game of hide and seek. She wore false 
hair, misfitting shoes that spoiled her 
gait and put on a few extra layers of 
rouge to avoid recognition, but even- 
tually the Garbo hounds got on her 
track and made life miserable for 
her. Newspaper reporters and pho- 
tographers besieged her, but they got 
nowhere. All she would say to the re- 
porters was, “Quit bothering me,'’ and 
the only pictures taken of her were 
those taken by stealth. :

This large and remarkably well preserved 
bust of an unknown man is of Greek marble 
and is said to have been discovered in 
When found the entire surface was 
covered by a crust of sinter, a portion of 
which has been allowed to remain on the 
Except for a few broken strands of 
hair, the piece is entirely intact and the 
marble still possesses its original polish. 

The bust exhibits well the advanced plas-

Mr. Common Citizen had his eight 
shares of stock. At these meet- 
ings Insull. showed patience and 
decisiveness. 

He became avid for publicity. 
He spoke at conventions and meet- 
ings all over the country. He at- 
tended innumerable public dinners 
and banquets. His face became fa- 
miliar to newspaper readers, the 
silver-white hair, the silver-white 


mustache, his expression, even 
when smiling, somehow belliger- 
ent. 


He had the power to win loyalty 
or at any rate respect and awe. 
Thousands of his employes, great 
and small, from the stock brokers 
whose fortunes he made to the 
switchboard operators, have lost 
their savings in the Insull col- 


lapse. And yet it is true that 
there are few to denounce him 
even now. 


In 1899, when he was 40, he 
married Margaret Bird, better 
known under her stage name of 
Gladys Wallis. She was beautiful, 
distinguished and charming. In 
1901 Samuel Insull Jr. was born. 
His only child has ever since occu- 
pied an important position in In- 
sull’s life. The father has planned 
for the day when the son should 
take command of the Insull com- 
panies. The boy's life was from 
the first directed to that end, At 
Yale he took a course in electrical 
engineering and then returned to 
Chicago to learn the family busi- 
ness. The son was expected to fol- 
low in the footsteps of the father. 
It was the custom of the elder In- 
sull to work from 12 to 14 hours a 
day. .He customarily left Liberty- 
ville on the 7:18 train for the 
city. Frequently when he had fin- 
ished a full day at his offices on 
the top floor of the Common- 
wealth Edison building, he went 
to the offices of the Chicago opera 
company for two or three hours 
more of work. 

Never in his life has Insull tak- 
en a drink—it is, he says, the one 
hard and fast rule of his life, the 
result of a pledge extracted from 
him by his mother. Neither has 
Samuel Insull Jr. ever taken a 
drink. But nevertheless in the In- 
sull homes there are well-stocked 
cellars, and often at dinner 
parties for small club or busi- 
ness groups if was Insull who fur-

nished from his private stock the 
ingredients to make dinner table 
conversation more lively. Nor was 
there ever a dearth of liquor at 
the Electrical Club, high up in the 
new opera building, an organiza- 
tion which in many ways Insull 
dominated. 

When Insull Jr. came out of 
school, his father gave him a group 
of somewhat disjointed Indiana 
power companies and told him to 
do something with them. 


A SALLE street laughed— 
[_ is a plaything for the kid 

to keep him busy. But these 
scoffers observed in 1929 that 
this same group of utilities, 
become highly profitable, formed 
the nucleus around which was or- 
ganized Midland United. Later 
Insull Sr. gave Insull Jr. a mori- 
bund interurban line between Chi- 


cago and South Bend, Indiana, and 


told him to see what he could do 
with that. 

Here young Insull had the ster- 
ling example of his papa, who had 
taken the interurban line to Mil- 
waukee as a weak and feeble prop- 
erty and had made of it a con- 
spicuous success. In very short 
order the younger Insull had out- 
stripped his father’s success. It 
should be added, however, that 
Junior—which is the name his fa- 
ther’s closest friends call Samuel 
Ii—had as his tutor Britton I. 
Budd, one of the most hard-boiled 
of the Insull lieutenants. Budd 
had taken part in the reorganiza- 
tion of the North Shore Line to 
Milwaukee with ‘‘the boss.’’ 

So there were vice-chairman- 
ships and  vice-presidencies for 
Junior. He sat on many boards of 
directors. His slight, active fig- 
ure and serious face, with the 
glasses with narrow steel rims, be- 
came almost as familiar in the va- 
rious Insull offices around Chi- 
cago as that of his father. When 
he married Adelaide Lyman Pierce 
the elder Insull made him a pres- 
ent of a corner of his 4300-acre 
estate, near Libertyville, an hour 
and 15 minutes from Chicago. 

And on that corner of a thou- 
sand or so acres, Insull took the 
greatest joy in creating a sizeable 
artificial lake and a sizéable island 


in the artificial lake—the work of 


Insull engineers. And on that is- 


land he built as a gift for his son 
Simple House, which is not so sim- 
ple. Because the boy liked every- 
thing nautical, the father made 
this house and the boathouse that 
went with it all beautifully ship- 


shape. The house is really a 
yacht. The waterfloor rooms are 
portholes. There are charts and 


boathooks on,.the walls. Upstairs 
are guns, a lathe, stacked rifles 
for a lamp-base, a deep-sea library. 
In the water outside is every kind 
and description of boat. And every 
leisure moment young Insull spent 
on the mile and a half of artificial 
lake that his father had created 
for him. 

When Mrs. Insull wanted to go 
back to the stage, her husband 
took under long lease the Stude- 
baker Theater here and financed 
her attempt to come back. Mrs. In- 
sull seems to have been genuinely 
interested in developing a reper- 
tory theater. She tried to find good 
plays, old and new. Her most 
startling personal success was in 
‘“‘The School for Scandal.”’ In cos- 
tume and powdered wig of the 
eighteenth century she. recovered 
something of her old charm. 

It was a costly venture. Night 
after night Mrs. Insull and her 
troupe played to ‘‘papered”’ houses, 
friends, relatives, dependents ad- 
mitted on complimentary tickets. 
Insull was learning about the the- 
ater. He was the principal guar- 
antor behind the Chicago Civic 
Opera Company and there had be- 
gun to take root in his mind the 
idea of a great skyscraper that 
should finance the opera. In this, 
as in everything else, he was an 
autocrat. When he came to the 
offices of the opera, little people 
scurried. and he scowled over bal- 
ance sheets and drew a blue pen- 
cil through ‘‘The Love for Three 
Oranges” and said, ‘‘Let’s have 
something that more people can 
understand.’’ And he drew in as 
contributors to the opera his as- 
sociates and, often, those who 
came to his associates on business, 
purchasing agents and others. 

His power now was reaching its 
height. Senators, Congressmen, 
Mayors, legislatures, Crowe, Frank 
L. Smith, Brennan, “Big Bill" 
Thompson. There was scarcely a 
figure in politics but was on his 
campaign roll, His campaign con-

tributions were always generous. 
When the United States Senate in- 
vestigated his gift to Smith of 
$125,000 and his gift to George 
Brennan, Smith’s Democratic oppo- 
nent, of $15,000, Insull was con- 
fused by the storm of public wrath 
that fell upon him. He was sin- 
cerely puzzled and bewildered. 
What had he done, after all? 
Wasn't that the way you had to 
get things done in this country? 
And so, before the Reed commit- 
tee, in the Senate, he was alter- 
nately angry and wistful. 

Chicago was where he ruled su- 
preme. He paid for what he 
wanted. For the franchise ordi- 
nance that gave him exclusive per- 
manent right to Chicago’s streets 
he paid thousands upon thousands 
of dollars in various indirect ways 
to office holders. He was su- 
preme. No one was left to ques- 
tion his domination. It was his 
city, Chicago, the great sprawling, 
strenuous metropolis of the West 
was his city. 

And then there came the first 
intimation of the encroaching 
shadow from the East. 

There were many rumors. It was 
said in La Salle street that J. P. 
Morgan looked with jealous eyes 
on Insull’s power. It was said that 
Insull himself had issued what was 
equivalent to a defy to the house 
of Morgan. 


HE little people on the side- 
lines looked for a _ scrap. 
Whatever basis there may 
have been at that time for these 
rumors, it was true that large 
blocks of stock in the Insull com- 
panies were being absorbed by a 
financial power outside the Insull 
circle. 

To insure his control, Insull or- 
ganized two new super-holding 
companies to hold the holding 
companies that already held the 
power units which Insull con- 
trolled. These were Insull Utility 
Investments and the Corporation 
Securities Company of Chicago. At 
the magic sound of the Insull 
name the public responded with 
millions of dollars. In these hoid- 
ing companies the Insulls sought 
to concentrate control of their vast 
empire. Insull knew now who the 
enemy was. It was Cyrus S. Eaton 
of Cleveland, financier. But was 
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Eaton acting for himself or was 
he only a puppet for Morgan? 
That was the question that must 
have troubled Insull through the 
perilous years from 1928 to 1931. 
Always this menacing shadow in 
the East, this shadow across his 
empire. And the whispers, the ru- 
mors that ran like fire through 
dry grass. 

Eaton, it is said, succeeded in 
giving Insull the impression that 
Morgan wanted to buy out his 
(Eaton's) interest in the Insull 
companies. That was what Insull 
feared. In 1930 he determined to 
banish once for all this specter, 
this unendurable affront to his 
position. He borrowed $70,000;- 
000 from the banks and he went 
to Cleveland and paid Eaton a 
price for his holdings that repre- 
sented a profit to Eaton of approx- 
imately $20,000,000, for even 
through 1930 the stocks of the In- 
sull companies had held up so well 
that the low for that year was 
$220. 

To secure the loan that brought 
about the purchase and to secure 
other loans Insull pledged a large 
part of his own stock in the In- 
sull holding companies. The rise 
in the stock market in 1930 gave 
him a confidence that subsequent 
events show was unjustified. He 
thought the depression was over. 
The remainder of the. story is 
quickly told. , It is written in tick- 
er tape, the downward sagging line 
of market values. The two super- 
holding companies gradually were 
sapped of all value. And nearer 
and nearer came the time when 
the stocks which the bankers held 
as collateral would no longer cov- 
er the face of the loans. There 
were frantic conferences with 
bankers in New York, endless trips 
between the two cities. 

But the bankers were not in- 
clined to be lenient. In the past 
Insull had given orders. Now the 
bankers were not prepared to lis- 
ten to his pleading. Before he 
had been a dictator. They did not 
recognize him in the new role of 
distressed friend. 

It is not the fortune that he has 
lost——-estimated at the peak at 
$200,000,000—that has floored 
him. It is not the estate at Lib- 
ertyville, which must go to the 
creditors. It is not that he must 


surrender his sumptuous apart- 
ment at 1100 Lake Shore drive. 
It is not that he must give up his 
box at the opera. It is the power 
that he has lost, all the visible 
symbols of his rule swiftly shorn 
away. 

The other day he sat at his desk 
for three hours and did nothing 
but sign resignations. He stepped 
off the board of directors of 85 
companies, of which he had been 
chairman of 65 and president of 
11. His son, it has been announced 
officially, will stay on as vice 
chairman of the Chicago compa- 
nies, but whether this is a means 
of saving Samuel Junior's pride is 
one of the things that La Salle 
street speculates about. 


HE blow fell swiftly. One 
day Insull was still ostensi- 
bly in command. On the next 
day the dulcet voice over the 
telephone said: “This is Mr. 
Simpson's office.’’ James R. Simp- 
son, chairman of the board of 
Marshall Field and Company 
had taken charge of reorganiza- 
tion. Insull sought in the days 
that followed to hide from all at- 
tention. A great deal of the time. 
he spent at the Lake Shore drive 
apartment, where his wife was suf- 
fering from a nervous collapse. 

His plans are still somewhat in- 
definite. Three Instll companies 
having granted him a pension to- 
taling $18,000, it is expected he 
will retire to Engiand, where he 
bought some years ago a small 
manor house and 200 acres around 
it, near his birthplace of Reading. 
He modernized it by installing 
bathrooms and steam y Bee When 
he bought it and gave it to his 
wife, he regarded it as the in- 
dulgence of a sentimental whim. 
For at the most, the Insulls spent 
only two or three weeks a year 
there. But now it may prove a 
retreat where perhaps they will 
find the oblivion that they profess 
to want. 

At the height of his career—it 
has an ironic ring now-——he said: 
‘“‘My greatest ambition in life is to 
hand down my name as clean as ! 


received it. It's just that, and 
you can emphasize it. It ‘isn’t a 
question of money.” And in the 


same interview: ‘‘There are so 
few at the top, it is almost lonely.*”
